Bultinch,  Hunnewell,  Wright,  Foster, 
Webb  &  Weld. 

Finished  the  draft  of  accounts. — 

The  report  of  a  Committee  of  the  Directors  of  the  Mill  Corpora- 
tion was  received  relative  to  the  drain  laid  in  the  Mill  Fond 
leading  from  Prince  Street,  as  follows — 

Boston  Decr.  19th.  1810.  The  Subscribers,  a  Committee  of 
the  Boston  Mill  Corporation,  to  whom  was  referred  the  account 
annexed  of  the  Selectmen  of  Boston,  report  that  it  is  expedient 
and  proper  that  the  said  Corporation  pay  the  said  account. —

The  account  with  the  above  certificate  having  been  handed  to 
Mr.  Hynes,  who  did  the  work,  to  collect  the  Amount  from  the 
Corporation,  was  now  returned  by  him,  with  information  that  he 
had  called  upon  the  Committee,  the  President  &  Agent  of  the 
Corporation,  who  had  told  him  that  it  was  not  in  their  power  to 
pay  the  account  at  present. — The  board  considered  the  circum- 
stances of  Mr.  Hynes,  that  the  work  was  done  by  order  of  a 
Committee  of  the  Selectmen,  &  that  he  suffered  [2»]  great  incon- 
venience from  the  want  of  his  money — &  agreed  to  give  him  an 
order  in  the  draft  on  the  Treasurer — And  Voted,  that  the  account 
be  handed  to  the  Town  Advocate,  and  that  he  be  desired  to  take 
measures  to  collect  the  same  from  the  Mill  Corporation. 

Ordered,  that  the  accounts  presented  by  Mr.  Lyon  for  edge 
stones  &  by  Sargent  &  Hart  for  work  done  in  front  of  Mrs.  Grays 
land  and  of  H.  G.  Otis'  land  in  Atkinson  Street,  be  handed  to 
the  Town  Advocate,  that  he  may  take  measures  to  collect  the 
same. — 

Agreed  to  pass  an  order  on  the  Treasurer  for  4000  Dollars  in 
behalf  of  Mr.  Henry  Sargent  in  full  of  the  award  in  his  favour 
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for  land  taken  from  him  to  widen  Exchange  Lane,  &  the 
Treasurer  was  directed  to  call  upon  the  President  &  Directors  of 
the  Union  Bank  for  $2000,  being  the  balance  of  what'they  were 
awarded  to  pay  for  that  improvement. — 

Return  being  made  to  the  board  that  Mr.  John  Brazier  had 
refused  to  pay  the  order  drawn  on  him  for  one  half  the  amount 
awarded  to  be  paid  by  him  for  improving  Exchange  Lane — it  was 
ordered  that  his  contract  and  the  award  be  handed  to  the  Town 
Advocate,  that  he  may  take  measures  to  collect  the  same. 

Approved  the  application  of  Ebed  Hearsey  for  [3.]  a  loan  of 
6200.  from  the  Franklin  fund.

On  the  Application  of  Wm  Hammatt  Esq.  he  is  permitted  to 
place  4  posts  in  front  of  hia  house  in  Southack's  Court,  where 
they  have  been  broken  down,  in  consequence  of  the  exposed 
situation  of  his  house,  at  the  foot  of  the  hill,  in  front  of  Somersett 
Street.— 

This  time  being  appointed  for  a  Meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Neck  land — no  other  business  was  transacted  by  the  Selectmen. —

of  [4.]  the  owner  of  the  land. 

The  Clerk  of  the  Market  having  represented  that  Mr.  Bruce 
the  present  occupier  of  the  stall  in  the  part  of  the  Market  formerly 
leased  by  Mr.  Redding  (now  deceased)  had  declared  that  he 
would  not  take  charge  of  the  small  scales,  &  had  behaved  to 
himself  and  others  in  a  rude  and  insolent  manner — it  was 
unanimously  determined  that  Mr.  Bruce  should  be  removed  from 
said  stall,  and  that  the  Clerk  of  the  Market  should  let  the  same 
to  some  reputable  person,  who  in  addition  to  the  usual  rent, 
should  agree  to  keep  the  scales  clean  &  in  order,  &  to  treat  with

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Mr.  Wright  was  desired,  to  request  the  Rev.  Mr.  Channing,  to 
open  the  Meeting  with  Prayer. — 

Ordered,  That  the  Deputy  Police  Officer  attend  in  Cornhill, 
and  keep  the  side  walks  on  both  sides  of  the  street,  free  from 
Wood,  woodsawyers  &  every  other  incumbrance — until  the 
Selectmen  make  some  further  provision  for  a  stand  as  a  Wood 
Market. — 

[16.]  Boston  ss.  At  a  Meeting  of  the  Selectmen,  March  6th. 
1811. — Present  Messrs.  Porter,  Oliver,  Hunnewell,  Wright,  Webb 
&  Weld.— 

4  Grand  Jurors  were,  drawn  for  the  District  Court  of  the  U.  S. — 

Mr.  Jona.  P.  Hall  with  several  other  Gentlemen  appeared,  and 
represented  to  the  Board,  that  their  shops  in  Union  street,  were 
very  much  incommoded  by  butchers  and  other  persons  placing 
their  carts  in  front  of  their  shops,  some  of  which  remained  in  the 
street  through  the  night.  The  gentlemen  having  retired,  the 
Board  took  the  subject  into  consideration,  &  it  was  Voted,  That 
the  Deputy  Police  Officer  be  ordered,  to  remove  all  carts, 
waggons,  sleds  &  other  teams  from  Union  street. — and  in 
future  no  carts  or  waggons  be  suffered  to  stand  in  Union  street, 
except  such  as  may  be  placed  there  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Market  & 
subject  to  his  orders  and  regulations. 

[17.]  Boston  ss.  At  a  Meeting  of  the  Selectmen,  March 
13th.  1811.  Present  Mess™.  Bulfinch,  Porter,  Oliver,  Hunneweil, 
May,  Webb  &  Weld.— 

This  being  the  first  mee'ting  since  the  choice  of  Selectmen  in 
Town  Meeting  on  the  11th  Instant:  the  Town  Clerk  administered 
an  oath  to  the  members  present,  according  to  law.  <;  that  they 
would  make  due  returns,  &c." — 

The  Board  now  came  to  the  choice  of  a  Chairman  the  votes 
being  taken  by  ballot —  Charles  Bulfinch  Esq.  was  declared  to 
be  unanimously  chosen. — 

A  Petition  was  read  from  a  number  of  victuallers,  requesting 
to  have  moveable  stalls  placed  in  front  of  Mr.  Holt's  &  Mr. 
Kidder's  stores  on  Union  street. — the  same  gentlemen  signified 
their  consent  to  the  same. — 

Voted,  That  the  Chairman,  Mr.  Weld  &  Mr.  Webb— be  a  Com- 
mittee to  attend  to  the  regulation  of  the  market  during  the 
present  year — and  that  the  above  mentioned  petition  be  referred 
to  them. — 

Great  complaint  having  been  made  against  the  practice  of  per- 
mitting the  carts  with  wood  to  stand  in  Cornhill ;  the  subject  was 
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now  considered,  &  it  was  determined  that  an  order  should 
be  published,  to  direct  all  waggons,  carts  &  sleds  with  [18.] 
wood  from  the  country,  to  stand  in  future  in  Milk  street  from 
Cornhill  to  Congress  street,  thence  through  Congress  street  to 
Water  street,  &  in  the  westerly  part  of  Water  street — Also  that 
as  many  carts  as  should  be  found  convenient  be  allowed  to  stand 
in  Bowdoin  Square  and  the  North  square — and  in  Pond  street 
over  the  Mill  Pond. 

The  Chairman  was  desired  to  prepare  rules  &  orders  for  the 
regulation  of  the  wood,  &  to  have  the  same  published. 

The  Assessors  having  furnished  lists  of  qualified  voters  in  the 
several  wards,  and  the  same  having  been  printed ;  the  Chairman 
was  desired  to  send  a  copy  of  the  same  to  each  Assistant 
Assessor,  for  him  to  revise  &  correct,  to  be  returned  to  the  board 
with  his  corrections. — 

Ordered,  that  it  be  advertised  in  the  public  papers  that  the 
lists  of  qualified  voters  will  be  posted  up  for  inspection  on  Mon- 
day next. 

The  following  is  the  form  of  Regulations  of  Wood,  published 
in  the  papers. — 

In  pursuance  of  the  powers  vested  in  this  Board  by  the  act  of 
the  Legislature  of  this  Commonwealth,  entitled  "  An  act  in  addi- 
tion to  the  several  acts  now  in  force  [19.]  to  regulate  the  paving 
of  Streets  in  the  Town  of  Boston,  and  for  removing  obstructions 
in  the  same,"  the  following 

RULES     AND     ORDERS 

are  established  for  the  regulation  of  Carts  and  other  Carriages 
with  Wood  brought  by  land  for  sale — viz. 

From  and  after  Monday,  the  26th  day  of  March  instant,  no 
waggons,  cart,  or  sled  with  wood  for  sale,  shall  be  suffered  to 
stand  in  Court  street,  or  Cornhill,  or  in  any  other  public  street  of 
the  Town  of  Boston,  except  those  hereafter  named. — 

One  row  of  such  waggons,  carts  &  sleds  with  wood  shall  be 
allowed  to  stand  on  the  north  side  of  Milk  street,  from  the  west- 
erly end  thereof  on  Cornhill,  down  to  Congress  street ;  also  on 
the  west  side  of  Congress  street,  between  Milk  street  and  Water 
street;  and  on  the  south  side  of  Water  street,  from  Congress 
street  to  Devonshire  street. 

As  many  of  such  waggons,  carts  and  sleds,  shall  be  allowed  to 
stand  in  Bowdoin  Square  and  the  North  Square,  as  shall,  upon 
experience,  be  found  convenient  for  the  free  passage  of  Car- 
riages through  those  Squares.

And  one  row  of  such  waggons,  carts  and  sleds,  shall 
be  allowed  to  stand  on  the  easterly  side  of  Pond-street,  leading 
from  Hanover  street  to  Charles  River  Bridge. 

And  it  is  further  Ordered,  that  the  standing  of  such  waggons, 
carts  &  sleds,  shall  be  regulated  by  the  officers  of  Police,  for  the 
mutual  convenience  of  the  drivers  thereof,  and  of  the  Inhabitants 
of  the  Town. — 

And  it  is  hereby  ordered,  in  pursuance  of  the  authority  above 
named,  that  if  any  owner  or  driver  of  any  waggon,  cart  or  sled, 
loaded  with  wood,  for  sale,  shall  stand  with  his  carriage  or  load, 
in  any  other  place  than  those  directed  by  these  rules  and  orders, 
after  the  26th  day  of  March  Inst.  he  shall  forfeit  &  pay  the  sum 
of  Five  Dollars,  upon  conviction  of  every  such  breach  of  these 
rules  and  orders. — 

[21.]  Boston  ss.  At  a  Meeting  of  the  Selectmen  March  20th.

1st.  All  Trucks  owned  by  any  inhabitant  of  the  Town  of  Bos- 
ton shall  be  registered  in  a  book,  to  be  kept  by  the  Selectmen  for 
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that  purpose ;  and  shall  be  numbered  from  N°.  1  in  succession ; 
and  said  numbers  shall  be  distinctly  painted  on  both  shafts  of 
said  Trucks,  in  black  letters  &  figures,  at  least  three  inches  in 
length,  on  a  white  ground. 

2rt.  After  such  Trucks  shall  be  registered  and  numbered,  if 
any  owner  thereof  shall  sell,  exchange  or  otherwise  dispose  of 
his  property  therein ;  the  same  shall  be  registered  anew  in  the 
name  of  the  person  purchasing  or  otherwise  owning  the  same — 
and  the  numbers  shall  be  renewed  as  often  as  they  shall  become 
defaced  or  indistinct. — 

3d.  From  and  after  Monday  the  8th.  day  of  July,  Twenty 
Trucks,  with  two  horses  harnessed  to  each  shall  be  allowed  to 
stand  in  State  street;  to  extend  from  Merchants  row  to  Long 
Wharf  on  the  North  side;  and  from  Kilby  [43.]  street  to 
Broad  street  on  the  South  side,  in  the  following  order. 

The  Trucks  numbered  from  1  to  20  to  have  the  privilege  of 
that  stand  for  one  week ;  those  numbered  from  21  to  40  to  stand 
there  the  second  week;  and  those  numbered  from  41  to  60  to 
stand  there  the  third  week  in  succession — after  which  they  shall 
begin  again  the  rotation. — 

4th.  Such  Trucks  as  have  usually  stood  in  the  street  at  the 
east  end,  of  Faneuil  Hall,  shall  be  permitted  to  continue  there  for 
the  present. — 

5th.  All  other  Trucks  not  accommodated  as  above,  shall  stand 
in  Broad  street  from  Milk  street,  southerly ;  to  be  arranged  in 
one  line  near  the  foot  walk  on  the  east  side,  for  one  week,  and  in 
the  same  manner  on  the  west  side  on  the  second  week  ;  and  shall 
change  their  stands  on  the  east  and  west  sides  of  the  street 
weekly. — 

6th.  All  Sleds  drawn  by  two  horses,  owned  by  any  inhabitant 
of  this  Town  shall  be  registered  and  numbered,  and  shall  take 
their  stands,  in  the  season  when  they  shall  be  in  use,  under  the 
same  regulations  as  are  already  pointed  out  for  Trucks. 

7lh.  No  Truck  or  sled  with  one  horse,  shall  be  permitted  to 
stand  in  State  street.

The  following  proceedings  were  directed  to  be  entered 
at  large  on  the  jouinals  of  the  Selectmen. 

Copy  of  a  letter  from  Charles  Jackson  Esq.  in  consequence  of 
the  Vote  of  the  board  of  18th  September. — 

Sep.  24.  1811 
Sir 

I  have  considered  the  questions  which  you  proposed  to  me, 
on  the  subject  of  the  Deputy  Collectors  of  Taxes  to  be  appointed 
in  this  Town. 
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By  virtue  of  the  Act  of  June  18th.  1802.  and  the  vote  of  the 
Town  of  May  1811.  the  Collector  may  appoint  four  Deputies  & 
commit  to  them  at  once  the  whole  tax  for  collection ;  or  he  may 
consider  them  rather  as  Assistants,  &  commit  to  them  from  time 
to  time  distinct  lists  or  parts  of  the  tax.  Although  the  Selectmen 
have  no  power  to  control  or  direct  the  Collector  on  this  subject ; 
yet  as  they  must  fix  the  sum  &  approve  the  sureties  for  the  Uonds 
to  be  given  by  the  Deputies,  it  is  important  for  them  to  know 
which  of  the  above  modes  the  Collector  intends  to  adopt.  In  one 
case  a  bond  with  sufficient  sureties  in  the  sum  of  five  thousand 
dollars  might  be  ample  security ;  and  in  the  other  case  thirty 
thousand  dollars  might  be  insufficient.  I  would  therefore  recom- 
mend [77.]  that  the  Selectmen  should  cause  a  communication  to 
be  formally  made  in  writing  to  the  Collector,  suggesting  the 
motives  for  the  inquiry,  &  desiring  particular  information  as  to 
the  course  that  he  intends  to  pursue.  You  can  also  mention, 
either  in  conversation  or  in  writing,  the  mode  which  the  Selectmen 
think  most  advisable  ;  and  the  Collector  will  undoubtedly  be  glad 
to  have  the  aid  &  countenance  he  will  derive  from  your  opinion 
in  a  new  case  like  the  present.  You  will  request  an  answer  from 
the  Collector  in  writing,  which  being  preserved  on  your  files  will 
always  shew  the  grounds  on  which  you  have  proceeded.  It  is  not 
to  be  expected  that  the  Collector  will  decline  to  give  such  an 
answer.  If  however  he  should  do  so,  you  will  then  take  it  for 
granted  that  the  Deputies  may  have  the  whole  Tax  committed  to 
them  at  once,  &  you  will  fix  the  amount  of  their  bonds  &  the 
quality  of  their  sureties  accordingly ;  and  if  the  persons  nomi- 
nated by  the  Collector  can  not  give  such  bonds,  &  the  intention 
of  the  Town  should  be  thereby  defeated,  it  will  not  be  justly 
chargeable  to  the  Selectmen. 

As  to  the  question  respecting  the  issuing  of  notifications  by  the 
Treasurer,  the  vote  of  the  Town  is  not  perfectly  clear  &  explicit ; 
but  I  think  the  intention  was,  that  every  citizen  should  be  allowed 
sixty  days  after  receiving  [78.]  his  tax  bill,  to  pay  it  without 
any  fees  to  the  officer,  if  not  then  paid,  he  is  to  have  a  new 
Notification,  apprising  him  of  the  consequence  of  not  paying  it 
within  ten  days  from  that  time.  If  this  time  also  passes  without 
payment  of  the  tax  the  Treasurer  must  issue  his  warrant  as 
directed  in  the  Town's  Vote.  The  doubt  is,  whether  the  ten 
days  are  to  be  part  of  the  sixty  days,  or  to  be  in  addition  to  the 
sixty.  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  the  latter  was  the  intention ; 
&  while  there  is  any  doubt,  it  is  safest  to  err  on  the  side  of  lenity 
in  enforcing  a  new  system ;  &  to  allow  too  much,  rather  than  too 
little  time,  for  payment  of  the  Taxes. —

In  answer  to  your  communication  of  the  25th  Instant  in 
behalf  of  the  Gentlemen,  Selectmen,  respecting  the  appointment 
of  Deputy  Collectors  &  the  mode  in  which  I  [8O.]  propose  to 
employ  them,  I  would  observe,  that  I  shall  endeavour  to  comply 
with  the  spirit  of  the  several  votes  of  the  Town  on  the  subject,  as 
near  as  I  can  consistent  with  their  interest.  I  propose  to  furnish 
each  Deputy  Collector  with  printed  blank  receipts  for  each  person 
from  whom  they  receive  a  tax.  these  receipts  will  be  numbered 
and  a  margin  left  in  each  book,  to  put  down  the  name  of  the 
persons  to  whom  the  receipt  was  given  with  the  date  and  the 
amount  received,  I  shall  direct  each  Deputy  Collector,  to  make  a 
settlement  with  me  for  these  receipts  at  least  once  in  each  week. 
It  will  be  impossible  for  me  at  this  time,  to  say,  what  amount 
will  be  committed  to  them  to  collect,  this  depends  on  the  amount 
that  may  be  voluntarily  paid  in  before  the  expiration  of  seventy 
days  from  the  date  of  the  bills. — as  they  will  be  appointed  during 
pleasure,  I  shall  always  endeavour  to  fix  the  sum  put  into  their 
hands  so  as  to  come  within  the  amount  of  their  bonds — these  are 
the  general  outlines  of  the  plan,  I  propose  to  adopt,  and  I  shall 
be  much  obliged  to  the  gentlemen  Selectmen  for  any  information 
or  instructions  they  may  please  to  give  me  on  the  subject,  I  am 
with  great  respect  your  most  H.  Serv*.

Sir, 

The  Votes  that  you  inclosed  [83.]  to  me  in  your 
letter  of  this  date,  that  are  under  the  consideration  of  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  appears  to  be  very  near  the  mode,  I  had  proposed  to 
adopt  in  the  collection  of  taxes  under  the  new  system,  for  the  present 
year.  I  do  not  know  of  any  more  particular  detail  I  can  give  to 
the  Board,  than  the  one  contained  in  my  letter  of  the  30th 
ultimo- — If  the  Selectmen  should  think  fit  to  adopt  the  Votes 
they  have  under  consideration,  I  shall  endeavour  to  conform  to 
their  instructions  in  the  amount  to  be  delivered  to  the  Collectors 
for  collection  at  one  time,  and  in  directing  them  to  make  a 
weekly  settlement  with  me  for  the  sums  they  receive — I  would 
suggest  to  the  Board,  whether  the  sum  of  $3000 — to  be  given  to 
each  one  to  collect  will  not  be  better  than  $2500, — this  will  give 
to  each  Collector  an  even  sum  of  $1000  for  each  Ward. — &  will 
come  so  far  within  their  bonds  that  the  Town  will  not  run  any 
risk  of  a  loss.

The  average  height  of  the  shoulders  of  the  posts  on 
Pond  street  is  17£  inches  above  the  average  height  of  Merrimack 
street. — 

2d.  The  height  of  the  crown  of  Pond  street  [93.]  averages 
14  inches  above  the  shoulders,  excepting  from  Cross  street  to 
the  Canal  which  is  19  inches. — 

3d.  The  height  of  the  highest  tide  marked  in  different  places  ; 
by  Mr.  Todd  at  the  Causeway — 

Mr.  Call  at  Gouch's  Lane 
Mr.  Brown  at  Pitts'  Lane 
Mr.  Tidd  at  Ivers  Lane 
Mr.  Tufts  at  Union  Street — 

all  agree  and  is  level  with  the  shoulders  of  the  posts,  deducting 
1  inch ;  which  makes  the  highest  tides  1 6 £  inches  above  the 
present  level  of  Merrimack  street. — 
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4th.  The  crown  of  Pond  street  is  the  same  height  above  the 
late  tides  as  it  is  above  the  shoulders,  adding  one  inch,  which 
makes  it  part  15  inches  &  part  20  inches  above  the  highest  tide." — 

The  above  was  read  &  considered,  and  the  gentlemen  present 
proceeded  to  Pond  street  to  view  the  marks  referred  to,  and  the 
state  of  the  land  generally. — and  having  returned  to  the  hall — 
the  following  was  agreed  upon  to  be  sent  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Mill 
Corporation. —

In  consequence  of  the  personal  communication  from  the  Hon. 
[94.]  H.  Gr.  Otis  on  the  20th  instant,  in  behalf  of  the  Directors  of 
the  Boston  Mill  Corporation  the  Selectmen  have  considered  the 
present  state  of  the  land  from  Union  street  to  the  westerly  end  of 
the  Causeway.  For  this  purpose  they  have  had  a  special  meeting 
and  have  viewed  the  ground.  They  direct  me  to  inform  you  that 
they  are  convinced  of  the  necessity  that  Merrimack  street  and 
the  streets  between  that  and  the  shore  should  be  raised  to  the 
level  of  Pond  street ;  and  cannot  agree  to  give  discharges  for  any 
portion  of  said  land  until  the  above  described  work  shall  be  com- 
pleted.— 

They  also  expect  that  Cross  street  to  the  west  of  Pond  street 
and  such  parts  of  the  Market  place  and  other  streets  as  are  filled, 
will  be  raised  to  the  same  level,  in  the  course  of  the  next  season.

The  Chairman,  Mr  Hunnewell  &  Mr  Foster  a  committee  to  view 
Copper  street — to  report  [97.]  what  repairs  were  necessary  to 
secure  the  head  wall  or  abutment  against  the  sea. — 

The  same  committee  were  desired  to  consider  the  expediency 
of  employing  some  person  to  assist  Mr  Nazro  in  the  care  of  Faneuil 
Hall,  &  whether  the  same  person  could  attend  to  the  arranging 
of  carts  of  cyder  &  wood  in  the  streets,  &  of  the  compensation 
to  be  allowed  him. — 

Stephen  Codman  Esq.  appeared  as  a  Committee  from  the  fire- 
wards,  to  state  that  the  Gun  house  on  Copps  hill  having  been 
complained  of  as  contrary  to  law — it  would  be  their  duty  to  enter 
prosecution  with  the  Attorney  General,  unless  the  building  should 
be  made  more  secure  : — and  he  having  expressed  an  opinion  that 
if  the  east  side  and  roof  were  slated,  the  firewards  would  consider 
it  properly  secured  agreeably  to  law  :  it  was  determined  that  the 
Chairman  should  inform  the  Secretary  of  the  firewards  that  the 
building  shall  be  so  covered  as  soon  as  slates  can  be  procured  :

Whereas  the  Boylston  Market  Association  have 
erected  a  large,  elegant  and  convenient  Market  House,  for  the 
better  accommodation  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  south  part  of 
Boston,  and  have  requested  the  Selectmen  to  form  such  regula- 
tions as  should  appear  to  them  necessary  to  prevent  the  streets  in 
the  neighbourhood  of  the  market  from  being  incumbered  by 
carts  : — the  following. 

Rules  and  Orders 

are  now  established,  to  be  in  force  from  &  after  Wednesday  the 
first  day  of  January  next,  viz 

No  Cart,  Waggon,  or  Sled,  with  Beef  or  Mutton,  for  sale, 
shall  be  allowed  to  stand  in  Orange,  Newbury,  Boylston  or  Essex 
streets. 

No  empty  Carriage,  or  Carriages  containing  provisions  of  any 
kind,  shall  be  allowed  to  stand  in  Boylston  street. 

Carriages  containing  provisions,  except  Beef  or  Mutton,  shall 
be  allowed  to  stand  in  Orange  street  in  front  of  the  Market 
house,  in  one  line  on  the  west  side  of  the  street,  leaving  two 
spaces  for  entrances  to  the  Market  House,  to  be  designated  & 
limited  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Market. — 

And  it  is  hereby  Ordered,  in  [1O6.]  pursuance  of  the  authority 
given  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Boston,  by  law 
of  this  Commonwealth,  That  if  any  owner  or  driver  of  any  Cart, 
Waggon  or  Sled,  with  or  without  provisions  for  sale,  shall  stand

Mr  Tukesbury  applied  for  a  lease  of  Deer  Island  for  three  or 
more  years — at  the  same  time  represented  that  he  could  not  afford 
the  present  rent  of  three  hundred  dollars  unless  he  could  be 
privileged  to  employ  one  lighter  in  taking  ballast  from  the  Island.

late  called  to  these  subjects  and  several  plans  had  been  proposed 
to  remove  the  just  causes  of  complaint — it  was  now  suggested 
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that  if  the  hackney  carriages  were  distributed  at  their  stables  & 
in  the  streets  immediately  opposite  to  them — Common  street 
would  be  left  unoccupied,  and  might  be  appropriated  as  a  stand 
for  wood  carts.

All  Waggons,  Carts  &  Sleds  with  Hay  for  sale,  shall  stand  in 
Charles  street,  in  one  line  on  the  northerly  side  of  said  street ; 
beginning  at  the  easterly  end  thereof,  by  the  new  hay  scales,  & 
to  extend  as  far  westerly  as  shall  be  found  necessary  to  accom- 
modate the  numbers. 

Of  Wood  from  the  Country. 

The  Waggons,  Carts  &  Sleds  with  wood  for  sale,  shall  stand 
in  Common  street,  from  the  Burying  Ground  gate  southerly,  as 
far  as  shall  be  found  necessary  to  accommodate  the  numbers  :  & 
shall  stand  in  one  line  along  the  westerly  side  of  the  street  leaving 
the  entrance  to  Park  street  &  the  foot  passages  into  the  mall, 
clear  and  unincumbered. 

As  many  Waggons,  Carts  &  Sleds  with  wood  shall  be  allowed 
to  stand  in  Bowdoin  Square,  &  the  North  Square,  as  shall,  upon 
experience,  be  found  convenient  for  the  free  passage  of  cai-riages 
through  those  Squares.

Of  Hackney  Carriages. 

Six  Hackney  Carriages  shall  be  allowed  to  stand  in  the  North 
Square,  and  all  other  Hackney  Carriages  shall  stand  in  those 
streets  where  their  stables  are  situated,  and  immediately  in  front 
of  their  [144.]  stables,  as  near  to  the  side  walk  as  possible — 
provided,  that  not  more  than  two  such  Hackney  Carriages  shall 
be  avowed  on  any  such  stand  at  one  time ;  &  that  no  Carriage 
shall  be  washed  or  cleaned  in  the  streets. 

Every  hackney  carriage  shall  be  numbered  on  each  door  thereof, 
in  a  conspicuous  place,  on  the  outside,  with  the  figures  not  less 
than  two  inches  in  length ;  and  such  figures  shall  be  painted  on 
the  doors  or  fixed  on  them  in  metal  plates,  &  shall  not  be 
moveable. 

The  price  and  rate  of  fare  to  be  demanded  &  received  for  the

All  Carts,  or  other  carriages,  with  provisions  of  any  kind  for

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&  Ann  streets,  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
Market ;  all  horses  shall  be  taken  from  such  carriages  &  carried 
to  one  of  the  neighbouring  stables,  or  otherwise  removed  from  the 
streets  by  the  owners  or  drivers. 

No  cart  nor  other  carriages  shall  be  suffered  to  stand  in  Court 
street,  Exchange  street,  or  the  passage  way  between  Dock  Square

No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  stand  with  vegetables  or  fruit 
for  sale  in  Dock  Square,  until  all  the  stalls  in  Market  Square  shall 
be  occupied ;  and  no  carts,  for  sale  of  articles,  shall  stand  in 
Cornhill,  until  Dock  Square  shall  be  filled,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Clerk  of  the  Market :  &  those  Carriages  which  for  want  of  room 
in  Dock  Square,  shall  be  obliged  to  stand  in  Cornhill,  shall  be 
ranged  on  one  side  of  the  street  only. 

No  waggons,  carts  nor  sleds,  with  hogsheads,  barrels,  boats, 
hoop  poles,  oars,  timber,  boards,  ladders,  spouts  nor  gutters, 
[145.]  wooden  nor  tin  ware,  chairs  nor  baskets,  shall  be 
suffered  to  stand  in  Market  nor  Dock  squares,  in  State  street,  nor 
any  street  contiguous  thereto  ;  but  shall  have  a  convenient  stand 
on  land  belonging  to  the  Town,  about  the  middle  of  Pond  street, 
between  the  Baptist  Meeting-houses. 

No  carts  nor  other  carriages  with  provisions  for  sale,  and  no 
chaises  not  other  riding  carriages  shall  stand  in  State  street. 

All  waggons,  carts  &  Sleds  with  cider,  shall  stand  in  Water 
street  in  one  line  on  the  north  side  thereof,  &  in  Adams  street  on 
the  east  side  thereof  &  as  many  in  Liberty  square  as  shall  be 
found  convenient  for  the  free  passage  of  Carriages  through  said 
square. 

Of  Trucks,  Sleds  &  Carts. 

All  trucks  owned  by  any  inhabitant  of  the  Town  of  Boston, 
shall  be  registered  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  the  Town  Clerk  for 
that  purpose ;  &  shall  be  numbered  from  number  one  in  succes- 
sion ;  &  said  numbers  shall  be  distinctly  painted  on  both  shafts 
of  said  trucks,  in  black  letters  &  figures  at  least  three  inches  in 
length  on  a  white  ground. 

After  such  Trucks  shall  be  so  registered  &  numbered,  if 
any  owner  thereof  shall  sell,  exchange  or  otherwise  dispose  of 
his  property  therein,  the  same  shall  be  registered  anew  in  the 
name  of  the  person  purchasing  or  otherwise  owning  the  same  ;  & 
the  number  shall  be  renewed  as  often  as  they  shall  become 
defaced  or  indistinct. 

Twenty  trucks,  with  two  horses  harnessed  to  each,  shall  be 
allowed  to  stand  in  State  street :  to  extend  to  Merchants  row  to 
Long  Wharf  on  the  North  side ;  &  from  Kilby — street  to  Broad 
street  on  the  south  side,  in  the  following  order  : 

The  trucks  numbered  from  one  to  twenty,  to  have  the  privilege 
of  that  stand  for  one  week ;  those  [146.]  numbered  from 
twenty  one  to  forty,  to  stand  there  the  second  week ;  &  those 
numbered  from  forty  one  to  sixty,  to  stand  there  the  third  week 
in  succession — after  which  they  shall  begin  again  the  rotation. — 
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Such  trucks  as  have  usually  stood  in  the  street  at  the  east  end 
of  Faneuil  Hall,  shall  be  permitted  to  continue  there  for  the 
present,  under  the  directions  of  the  officers  of  police. 

All  other  trucks,  not  accommodated  as  above,  shall  stand  in 
Broad  street,  from  Central  street  southerly ;  to  be  arranged  in 
one  line  near  the  foot  walk,  on  the  east  side  for  one  week ;  &  in 
the  same  manner  on  the  west  side  on  the  second  week ;  &  shall 
change  their  stands  on  the  east  &  west  sides  of  the  street  weekly. 
All  sleds  drawn  by  two  horses,  owned  by  any  inhabitant  of  this 
Town,  shall  be  registered  &  numbered  ;  &  shall  take  their  stands, 
in  the  season  when  they  shall  be  in  use,  Under  the  same  regula- 
tions as  are  above  pointed  out  for  trucks. 

No  truck  nor  sled  with  one  horse,  shall  be  permitted  to  stand 
in  State  street. 

All  carts  with  horses,  shall  stand  in  Central  street,  in  one  line, 
on  the  north,  for  one  week,  &  in  the  same  manner  on  the  south 
side,  on  the  second  week ;  &  shall  change  their  stands  weekly. 

The  Hand  Carts  shall  stand  on  the  easterly  side  of  Liberty 
square  &  Battery  March  street,  &  all  carts  of  every  description, 
shall  be  marked  with  the  owners  name,  legibly  printed  thereon 
with  paint. 

Of  Boylston  Market. 

No  cart,  wagon,  nor  sled,  with  beef  or  mutton  for  sale,  shall 
be  allowed  to  stand  in  Orange,  Newbury,  Boylston,  nor  Essex 
streets. 

No  carriages  containing  provisions  of  any  kind,  nor  any  empty 
carriage  shall  be  allowed  to  stand  in  Boylston  street. 

[147.]  Carriages  containing  provisions,  except  beef  or  mut- 
ton, shall  be  allowed  to  stand  in  Orange  street,  in  front  of  the 
Market  house,  in  one  line  on  the  west  side  of  the  street,  leaving 
two  spaces  for  entrances  to  the  Market  house,  to  be  designated 
&  limited  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Market. 

Of  "West  Boston  Market. 

No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  stand  in  Cambridge  street  or 
either  of  the  streets  branching  therefrom  with  their  waggons, 
carts,  sleds  or  horses,  having  meat,  vegetables,  or  other  articles 
of  provisions  for  sale ;  nor  shall  any  person  be  allowed  to  place 
any  stall,  bench  or  block  in  said  streets  to  exhibit  any  such  pro- 
visions foi  sale  & 

It  is  hereby  ordered  in  pursuance  of  the  authority  above  named, 
that  if  any  person  shall  offend  against  either  of  the  above  rules  & 
orders,  he  shall  forfeit  &  pay  the  sum  of  Five  Dollars,  upon  con- 
viction of  every  such  breach  of  said  rules  and  orders.

The  following  was  received  from  the  committee  lately  chosen 
at  the  Town  Meeting  for  taking  measures  to  secure  the  good 
order  &  safety  of  the  Town — &  the  following  votes  were  passed 
&  ordered  to  be  printed. 

Boston  Aug.  11,  1812. 
To  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Boston. 

Gentlemen, 

The  committee  appointed  by  the  Resolve  of  the  inhabitants  of 
the  town  convened  on  the  6th  instant,  are  fully  aware  that  the 
town  has  always  been  distinguished  for  the  peaceable  and  orderly 
conduct  of  all  classes  of  its  citizens.  And  although  there  is  no 
reason  to  suppose  that  the  peace  of  the  town  will  be  disturbed, 
yet  as  evils  may  arise  when  wholly  [151.]  unexpected,  the  com- 
mittee conceive  that  it  would  be  universally  acceptable  to  have 
due  precautions  taken  against  them. 

In  behalf  of  the  inhabitants,  therefore,  we  beg  leave  to  recom- 
mend to  the  Selectmen  that  one  hundred  discreet,  able-bodied 
citizens  should  be  immediately  engaged  to  perform  the  duty  of 
Watchmen  and  of  special  Constables  of  the  town  :  That  these  cit- 
izens Should  be  provided  with  the  customary  equipment  of  Watch- 
men, and  required  to  patrole  the  town  at  such  hours  and  in  such 
numbers  and  under  such  regulations  as  the  Selectmen  may  think 
fit :  That  in  case  of  any  riot  or  tumult  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Watchmen  to  cause  the  bells  to  be  tolled. 

The  committee  further  recommend  that  in  case  of  any  alarm  in 
the  night  time,  all  citizens,  who  are  well  disposed  toward  the 
preservation  of  the  peace,  and  order  of  the  town,  should  imme- 
diately place  lights  in  all  their  windows  which  front  towards  the 
street,  and  keep  their  lights  so  placed  untill  tranquillity  is 
restored. 
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That  provision  be  immediately  made,  to  the  end,  that  all  mil- 
itary companies  instantly  assemble,  in  case  of  alarm,  at  their 
respective  places  of  rendezvous,  ready  to  do  duty,  &  there  to 
await  the  orders  of  those  civil  &  military  officers,  who  have  a  law- 
ful right  to  command  their  services  in  support  of  the  laws,  and 
of  the  public  peace  and  order. 

That  when  any  alarm  is  given,  all  magistrates,  peace  officers, 
and  constables,  and  watchmen  [15£.]  be  requested  immediately 
to  proceed  to  the  place  of  riot,  and  there  pursue  the  steps  of  the 
law  to  suppress  the  same,  and  to  seize  upon  and  secure  for  trial, 
and  condign  punishment,  the  leaders  and  abettors  thereof :  — And 
in  such  cases,  that  all  children  or  boys,  and  apprentices,  servants 
and  other  persons,  not  holden,  or  associated,  to  do  military  duty, 
and  who  do  not  mean  to  be  considered  as  part  of  a  riotous  assem- 
bly, and  dealt  with  accordingly,  be  required  instantly  to  retire  to, 
and  remain  at,  their  respective  places  of  abode ;  and  that  parents, 
masters,  and  heads  of  families  be  enjoined  to  cause  a  due  obser- 
vance of  this  recommendation  by  all  who  are  subject  to  their 
orders.

The  military  officers  are  desired  to  attend  to  that  part  of  the 
regulations  respecting  the  prompt  appearance  of  the  companies 
under  their  command,  to  aid  the  civil  authority,  in  support  of  the 
laws,  and  of  the  public  peace  and  order. — 

And  notice  is  hereby  given. — 

That  the  Selectmen  wish  to  engage  the  services  of  a  number  of 
ablebodied,  discreet  citizens,  as  a  patrole- watch.  They  invite 
such  persons  to  apply  to  the  committee  of  the  board,  any  day, 
at  noon,  in  the  next  week  at  Faneuil  Hall ; — good  recommenda- 
tions will  be  required,  and  such  persons  as  are  householders  will 
be  preferred. —

The  Captain  shall  call  every  day  for  his  orders  on  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Selectmen  at  12  o'clock — It  shall  be  his  duty  to  be 
present  every  night  at  the  main  watch  house  at  [1 56.]  10  o'clock 
in  winter  and  at  11  in  summer,  to  call  the  roll  &  set  the  watch 
and  give  the  constables  their  orders  for  the  night. — 

The  constables  to  make  their  report  to  the  captain  every 
morning  of  the  events  of  the  night,  and  the  captain  to  lay  the 
same  before  the  Chairman  of  the  Selectmen  at  12  o'clock  when 
he  goes  to  receive  his  orders  for  the  following  night.  The  watch- 
men shall  patrole  in  such  parties  and  in  the  way  that  the  con- 
stables shall  direct,  after  receiving  their  orders  from  the  captain. 
At  no  time  shall  they  suffer  more  than  half  their  number  to  be  in 
the  house  together  after  the  watch  is  set  except  called  in  upon 
special  business.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  one  section  of  the  north 
watch  to  visit  the  main  watch  house  at  least  once  every  night,  & 
the  south  watch  shall  do  the  same ;  &  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
main  watch  to  visit  the  north  and  south  watch  in  the  same  man- 
ner which  time,  as  well  as  all  others  the  greatest  civility  &  deco- 
rum shall  be  observed.  The  watch-men  are  not  to  talk  loud  or 
make  any  noise  when  going  their  rounds.  They  are  not  to  suffer 
any  men  or  body  of  men  to  enter  their  watch  house  except  they 
first  show  a  certificate  from  the  Chairman  of  the  Selectmen  & 
then  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  let  them  in  and  give  them  such 
information  as  may  be  in  their  power  respecting  the  occurrences 
of  the  night. 

The  north  watch  to  visit  all  that  section  of  the  Town  north 
of  the  mill  creek  paying  particular  attention  to  the  back  streets  & 
bye  places. 

[157.]  The  South  Watch  to  visit  all  that  section  south  of 
Summer  &  Winter  streets  paying  attention  to  back  streets  &  bye 
places — The  Centre  &  main  watch  to  visit  from  Summer  and 
Winter  streets  to  the  Mill  Bridge  including  West  Boston,  paying 
attention  as  before  express'd — In  case  of  any  disturbance  or  riot 
in  either  section,  and  it  should  be  thought  necessary  for  the  aid 
of  more  men  than  belongs  to  that  section  where  it  may  happen, 
the  constable  of  such  section  shall  send  one  of  his  men  to  the

main  watch  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  give  all  the  assistance  in 
their  power  by  bringing  foward  the  whole  watch — And  in  case  of 
such  necessity  the  Captain  of  the  whole  to  be  immediately  called 
— and  until  he  arrives  the  highest  constable  present  to  take  the 
command,  and  should  it  be  thought  necessary  for  more  aid  than 
the  watch  of  the  night  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  those  watchmen 
who  are  not  on  duty  that  night  to  repair  immediately  to  the  main 
watch  house  and  take  their  orders  from  the  highest  officer  present 
and  when  thus  engaged  they  shall  receive  pay  as  tho'  it  was  their 
night  of  duty — No  watchman  to  leave  his  duty  until  day  light. 
The  constables  of  the  several  sections  to  be  numbered  from  one 
to  six  and  consider  N°.  1.  the  highest  number  &  when  the  Captain 
is  not  present  the  highest  in  office  to  command. 

The  Selectmen  will  be  the  judges  of  the  conduct  of  all  the 
watchmen  and  remove  them  as  they  think  the  good  of  the  Town 
may  require ;  when  the  watchmen  leave  the  watch  house  for  their 
homes  the  constable  shall  see  their  implements  [158.]  filed 
away  in  the  watch  house.  The  Captain  to  be  on  duty  every  night 
and  receive  one  dollar  for  every  night's  service. 

The  several  constables  to  be  on  duty  every  other  night  and 
receive  seventy  five  cents  per  night  when  on  duty. 

The  watchmen  to  do  duty  every  other  night  and  receive  fifty 
cents  per  night  when  on  duty.

extend  as  fnr  westerly  as  should  be  found  necessary  to  accommo- 
date the  numbers. 

From  and  after  Thursday  the  first  day  of  September  next, 
waggons,  carls  [265.]  and  sleds,  with  wood  for  sale,  shall 
stand  in  Common  street ;  from  the  burying  ground  gate  southerly, 
as  far  as  shall  be  found  necessary  to  accommodate  the  numbers ;

The  subject  having  "been  considered,  it  was  Voted,  that  we  do  not 
think  it  expedient  to  call  a  Meeting  of  the  Town  for  the  purposes 
expressed  in  the  Petition  ;  and  Ordered  that  the  following  reasons 
of  our  opinions  be  entered  on  the  records  of  the  Board,  viz. 

In  the  present  unhappy  circumstances  of  our  country,  the 
Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Boston,  feel  the  fullest  confidence  in 
the  wisdom,  patriotism  and  prudence  of  his  Excellency  the  Com- 
mander in  Chief,  and  in  the  watchful  care  &  attention  of  the 
Commissioners  appointed  by  him,  for  the  defence  of  the  State. — 

Especially  we  are  sensible  of  the  correctness  of  their  views  in 
the  dispositions  [269.]  made  for  the  defence  of  this  Town  ; 
which  have  been  communicated  to  the  Board  by  said  Commis- 
sioners in  several  conferences  with  them,  and  in  their  letter  to 
the  Board  of  the  30th.  June  last ;  under  this  conviction  we  feel  it 
our  duty  to  rely,  with  perfect  confidence,  on  our  Rulers ;  and  not, 
by  calling  a  meeting  of  the  inhabitants,  to  excite  alarm ;  and  in 
the  presence  of  the  Governor  and  Council,  and  of  the  Commis- 
sioners of  known  military  experience,  to  interfere  with  their 
duties,  or  imply  any  doubt  of  the  wisdom  of  their  measures  — 

Passed  the  Accounts. — 
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Some  Gentlemen  appeared  to  state  that  in  consequence  of  the 
refusal  of  the  Board  to  call  a  Town  meeting,  they  had  applied  to  a 
Justice  of  Peace  for  a  warrant  for  that  purpose,  on  which  they 
intended  to  proceed ;  and  wished  to  read  the  application  and  the 
names  of  the  subscribers. — They  were  informed  that  the  board  did 
not  wish  to  hear  the  papers  read,  being  satisfied  with  their  late  pro- 
ceedings, but  that  the  Gentlemen  had  an  undoubted  right  to  pro-

Mr.  Young  (Printer)  made  complaint  against  the  Stable  lately 
built  by  Mr.  Bancroft,  that  he  used  it  as  a  Livery  Stable,  and  a 
large  door  on  Oliver  street  made  it  very  injurious  to  his  houses 
opposite :  he  stated  that  he  did  not  object  to  his  keeping  his  own 
horses  there,  but  to  the  number  that  were  taken  at  livery. — It

A  Petition  was  presented  by  a  number  of  gentlemen  residing 
in  Beacon  street,  and  the  streets  adjacent,  stating  the  advantages 
that  would  arise  to  the  public,  if  the  street  in  front  of  the  estate 
of  the  late  Gov.  Hancock,  could  be  widened,  and  also  that  such 
improvement  could  be  made  at  the  present  time  with  peculiar  con- 
venience, owing  to  the  shattered  &  ruinous  state  of  the  fences 
occasioned  by  the  late  storm. — The  subject  was  considered  and 
voted,  That  in  the  opinion  of  the  board,  it  would  be  a  great  pub- 
lic improvement,  to  widen  Beacon  street  from  the  southerly 
corner  of  the  State  House  yard  to  the  corner  of  Belknap  street 
opposite  to  [the]  estate  of  John  Joy  Esq.  deceased. — 
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Voted.  To  meet  tomorrow  11.  o'clock  at  said  part  of  Beacon 
street,  to  view  the  premises  and  consider  where  the  lines  of  the 
street  should  run. — 

The  b9ard  met  according  to  agreement,  the  same  members 
present  as  yesterday,  and  viewed  the  land  proposed  to  be  taken 
into  the  street ;  after  various  propositions  for  running  the  lines 
for  the  new  front  on  the  street,  a  number  of  stakes  were  placed 
in  a  straight  [333.]  line  commencing  six  feet  from  the  State 
House  wall  to  the  corner  post  of  John  Joy's  estate  on  Belknap 
street.  It  was  agreed  to  meet  at  Faneuil  hall  tomorrow  27tb.  12. 
o'clock  to  determine  upon  the  subject — that  absent  members 
should  be  notified  to  attend,  and  a  plan  of  the  street  be  there  laid 
before  the  Board. 

Boston  ss.  At  a  Meeting  of  the  Selectmen  October  27th. 
1815.— 

Present  the  whole  Board. — 

A  plan  of  Beacon  street  was  exhibited,  and  several  proposals 
were  made  by  members  of  the  board,  to  alter  the  direction  of  the 
line  of  the  street — to- reduce  the  quantity  of  land  necessary  to  be 
taken. — At  this  time  Ebenezer  Hancock,  John  Hancock  &  Samuel 
Spear  Esqrs  acting  for,  and  representing  all  the  heirs  of  late  Govr. 
Hancock,  were  admitted  at  their  request — they  had  a  conference 
on  the  subject  with  the  board,  in  which  they  objected  to  the  pro- 
ceeding altogether,  but  expressed  a  wish,  that  if  the  board  per- 
sisted in  their  determination,  they  would  alter  the  line,  to  take  a 
smaller  quantity  of  land,  and  in  their  opinion  [334.]  make  it 
less  injurious  to  the  estate ;  after  they  had  retired.  Voted,  that 
Mr.  Weld  be  desired  to  view  the  ground  again  in  company  with

The  Committee   on    the    subject    of   widening  Beacon    street 
reported,  a  written  opinion  from  William  Sullivan  Esq.  that  the 
heirs  of  the  estate  of  late  Gov.

The  plan  of  the  new  Cornhill  street  was  examined,  and  it  was 
voted,  unanimously  that  the  street  to  be  made  in  the  direction 
proposed  by  the  Corporation  was  highly  necessary  and  would  be 
a  great  convenience  to  the  inhabitants,  a  large  Committee  from 
the  Corporation  now  attended  and  a  general  conversation  ensued 
upon  the  best  mode  of  proceeding  to  lay  out  said  street — it  was 
agreed  that  the  communication  from  the  Corporation  should  be

of  the  Town  of  Boston 

Gentlemen 

We  beg  leave  to  represent  to  your  respectable  Board  that  the 
new  Cornhill  Corporation  have  purchased  a  number  of  estates 
situate  between  Cornhill  &  Court  street,  with  a  view  to  lay  out 
a  new  &  spacious  street  from  one  to  the  other,  which  will  open  a 
communication  direct  from  the  market  to  Court  street.  They 
are  now  the  proprietors  of  all  the  land  necessary  to  complete 
this  enterprise  except  one  estate  situate  on  Cornhill  and  Dorsets 
Alley  owned  by  Samuel  Norton,  Thomas  Jackson,  Samuel  Bel- 
knap  and  others — which  also  they  are  desirous  of  purchasing  at 
a  fair  price  and  applying  to  this  object — The  street  which  they 
propose  to  give  to  the  Town  has  cost  them  upwards  of  sixty 
thousand  dollars  and  as  the  public  utility  of  the  place  is  manifest 
&  indisputable,  they  request  the  aid  of  your  Board  [355.]  in

On  the  application  of  Mr.  H.  N.  Rogers,  in  behalf  of  the 
gentlemen  associated  at  Merchants  hall,  liberty  was  granted  for 
them  to  make  use  of  the  lanthorn  of  the  old  State  house  as  an 
observatory,  to  look  out  for  ships  entering  the  harbour,  Mr. 
Rogers  to  have  the  charge  of  the  key,  and  to  be  accountable  for 
any  damage.

The  Chairman  presented  two  Bonds  to  indemnify  the  Town 
from  expence,  occasioned  by  the  proceedings  of  the  Selectmen  in 
laying  out  the  new  proposed  street. — these  bonds  had  been  exam- 
ined by  William  Sullivan  Esq,  and  approved  'by  him  and  being 
conformable  to  the  [364.]  former  votes  of  the  board  were  now 
accepted. — 

Voted,  to  agree  to  lay  out  the  proposed  new  street  from 
Comhill  to  Tremont  street,  in  the  most  convenient  direction  to 
unite  those  streets,  and  that  in  addition  to  the  vote  of  the  21st 
February  last  we  will  pay  one  half  the  expence  of  obtaining  the 
land  &  building,  the  property  of  the  heirs  of  William  Scollay 
over  which  said  street  will  pass. — 
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Voted.  That  the  proposed  street  be  laid  out  and  described  as 
follows. — 

Beginning  on  Tremont  street  at  the  southeasterly  corner  of  a 
brick  building,  the  property  of  the  heirs  of  William,  Scollay,  then 
to  run  northerly  with  the  wall  of  said  brick  building  and  across 
Court  street  to  a  point  distant  easterly  seventy  feet  from  the 
south  westerly  corner  of  Brighams  house ;  said  house  fronting  on 
Court  street  and  Belknaps  Alley,  so  called,  from  this  point  to  run 
northerly  about  one  hundred  and  eighty  feet  through  land  of  the 
new  Cornhill  Corporation,  lately  purchased  from  the  Union  Bank, 
there  making  an  angle  &  turning  more  easterly  on  a  straight  line 
over  land  of  said  Corporation  purchased  from  Whitcomb,  Claflin, 
and  Tuckerman,  to  or  near  the  southeasterly  corner  of  the  build- 
ing at  the  corner  of  Brattle  Alley  so  called,  on  Cornhill  now 
belonging  to  Edward  Tuckerman  Junr.  then  [365.]  turning  and 
measuring  for  the  width  of  said  street  forty  eight  feet  leading 
into  Coruhill — then  turning  and  running  southerly  over  land  of 
said  Corporation  to  a  point  opposite  the  angle  formerly  described, 
then  turning  on  a  similar  angle  and  running  over  land  of  said 
Corporation  to  Court  street  and  bejng  forty  eight  feet  wide  in 
every  part ;  thence  across  Court  street  along  the  easterly  end  of 
land  of  the  heirs  of  William  Scollay  to  Tremont  Street.  The 
said  street  to  be  called  and  known  by  the  name  of  Cheapside.

A  Communication  was  received  from  Messr8.  Barnard  &  others, 
referees  relating  to  land  taken  from  Mr.  Cotting  to  widen  Battery 
march  street :  by  which  it  appeared  that  they  had  awarded  him 
five  hundred  dollars  in  full  of  all  demands. — Ordered  that  the 
Town  Clerk  make  a  draft  on  the  Town  Treasurer  for  that  amount 
in  favor  of  Mr.  Cotting. — 

•[366.]  The  following  was  omitted  at  its  date  May  18th 
1815.— 

The  Chairman  reported  that  Mr.  Sullivan  had  agreed  to  their 
proposal  for  purchasing  the  land  by  [the]  Court  house. — A  deed 
was  prepared  by  him  to  be  signed  by  the  board. 

By  this  deed  it  was  conditioned  that  the  building  shall  conform 
in  appearance,  as  much  as  possible  to  the  buildings  opposite 
belonging  to  Mr.  Lowell,  that  the  centre  shall  be  three  stories, 
but  the  wings  both  of  Mr.  Sullivans  buildings  and  the  Engine 
house  shall  never  exceed  one  story  in  height. 
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It  was  agreed  to  take  a  note  of  hand  in  payment,  signed  by 
William  Sullivan  &  indorsed  by  John  L  &  Richard  Sullivan  pay- 
able on  demand  with  interest. —

[1.]  Mr.  Abraham  Touro  applied  to  the  Town  Clerk  & 
requested  that  his  religious  pi'ofession  might  be  recorded  on  the 
Town's  books — &  that  he  belonged  to  a  Synagogue  of  the  Jews. 

[12.]  Boston  ss.  At  a  Meeting  of  the  Selectmen  March  13th. 
1816 — Present  Messrs.  Bulfinch,  Hunnewell,  Levering,  Austin, 
Bray  &  Phillips. 

32  Jurors  were  drawn  to  serve  at  the  Boston  Court  of  Common 
Pleas.— 

This  being  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  since  the  Town  meet- 
ing for  choice  of  Town  officers — 

Votes  were  taken  for  choice  of  Chairman,  when  it  appeared 
that  Charles  Bulfinch  Esq.  was  unanimously  chosen. — 

Voted,  That  the  Chairman,  Mr.  Hunnewell  &  Mr.  Levering  be 
a  Committee  to  draw  up  rules  &  orders  for  the  future  regulation 
of  the  Board. — 

Attested  copies  of  votes  were  read  from  the  Roxbury  Canal 
Corporation,  requesting  that  a  committee  might  be  appointed  to 
settle  with  them  the  bounds  of  the  land  of  the  Town  and  said 
Corporation. — Voted — That  this  communication  be  handed  to  the 
committee  of  the  Trustees  of  Neck  land,* who  have  this  subject 
under  consideration. — 

[3.]  The  Chairman  was  desired  to  have  the  lists  of  wards 
posted  conformably  to  law,  and  the  usual  advertisement  in  the 
papers  on  Monday  next,  &  that  each  Assistant  Assessor  be  fur- 
nished with  a  list  of  his  ward,  &  be  requested  to  take  measures 
to  make  it  correct. — 

A  memorial  was  presented  signed  by  D.  Townsend  Esq.  and 
others,  stating  the  danger  to  which  their  property  is  exposed,  by  the 
twine  factory  in  Boylston  street :  and  requesting  that  measures 
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may  be  taken  to  prevent  the  use  of  lights  in  the  same  and  the 
erection  of  [a]  wooden  hemp  house. — this  was  committed  to 
Mess™.  Hunnewell,  Lovering  &  Austin  to  communicate  with  the 
Fire  Wards  &  report. 

Boston  ss.  At  a  Meeting  of  the  Selectmen  March  20th.  1816. 
Present  Messre.  Bulfinch,  Oliver,  Hunnewell,  Lovering,  Austin, 
Williams  &  Bray. — 

Warrant  was  signed  for  Town  Meeting  for  choice  of  Gover- 
nour  &  Senators. — 

Mr.  Lovering  was  desired  to  call  on  Rev.  Mr.  Sharpe,  to  request 
him  to  open  the  meeting  with  prayer. 

[4.]     Mr.  Eliot  to  print  the  notifications. — 

The  committee  chosen  at  the  last  meeting  to  prepare  rules  & 
orders  for  the  future  regulation  of  the  board,  reported,  which 
having  been  read  &  amended,  were  adopted  as  follows. — 

Rules  and  orders  for  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

A  Chairman  shall  be  chosen  annually  by  written  votes,  who 
shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the  board :  the  senior  member 
present  shall  preside  in  the  absence  of  the  Chairman. — 

Members  shall  take  their  seats  alternately,  on  the  right  and  left 
of  the  Chairman  :  new  members  chosen  by  the  Town  at  the  same 
time,  to  take  places  in  the  alphabetical  order  of  their  names. 

The  time  of  meeting  shall  be  half  past  three  P.  M.  from  March 
to  October,  and  three  o'clock  from  October  to  March ;  and  punc- 
tual observance  of  these  hours  is  requested. — 

Five  members  shall  be  necessary  to  form  a  board. —

The  Town  Clerk  shall  attend  at  every  meeting  of  the  board,  and 
shall  make  a  record  of  all  the  proceedings,  and  enter  the  names 
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of  the  members  present. — In  case  of  the  necessary  absence  of  the 
Town  Clerk,  a  member  shall  be  appointed  to  take  the  minutes 
pro.  tempore. 

At  the  opening  of  each  meeting,  the  Town  Clerk  shall  read  the 
records  of  the  proceedings  of  the  last  meeting. — 

The  monthly  drafts  of  accounts  drawn  upon  the  Treasurer 
shall  be  examined  by  a  committee  of  the  board,  &  shall  be 
signed  by  the  Town  Clerk  and  the  committee  before  it  is  sent  to 
the  Treasurer ;  and  no  addition  shall  be  made  to  the  draft  while 
in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer,  unless  the  same  be  signed  by  a 
majority  of  the  board,  in  form  of  an  order. — 

There  shall  be  standing  Committees  of  the  board  for  the  fol- 
lowing purposes. 

[6.]  1st.  a  Committee  of  two  members  to  each  school ;  whose 
duty  it  shall  be,  to  direct  all  necessary  repairs ;  to  provide  the 
schools  with  wood,  and  to  certify  all  bills  for  work  &c. — 

2d.  A  Committee  of  one  to  each  Watch  house,  for  the  same 
purposes.  • 

T 

3d.  A  Committee  of  one  to  inspect  the  Hay  scales,  to  attend 
to  repairs  and  the  accounts  of  the  hay  weigher. — 

4th.  A  Committee  of  three,  to  attend  to  the  Town  house ;  to 
direct  repairs,  and  report  respecting  rents. 

5th.  A  Committee  of  three  on  the  Market ;  to  direct  repairs 
and  to  attend  to  the  proceedings  and  accounts  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
market. — 

6th.  A  Committee  of  three  to  have  the  care  and  superintend- 
ence of  the  Neck. — 

7th.     A  Committee  of  three  to  have  the  care  of  the  Common. — 

Each  member  of  the  Board  shall  have  a  portion  of  the  Town 
assigned  to  him  as  his  district,  in  which  he  shall  have  the  direc- 
tion and  oversight  of  the  streets,  and  of  the  repairs  necessary  to 
them ; — and  shall  have  liberty  to  undertake  and  order  any  work, 
the  expence  of  which  shall  not  exceed  twenty  dollars. — but  no 
undertaking  which  shall  exceed  that  sum,  shall  be  begun 
or  contracted  for,  without  being  first  laid  before  the  board,  [7.] 
and  agreed  to  by  vote.  And  the  bills  for  all  work  in  any  district 
shall  be  examined  and  certified  by  the  member  superintending  the 
district,  before  they  shall  be  allowed  for  payment. 
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For  any  work  that  may  be  done  in  the  streets  which  divide  the 
districts,  the  gentlemen  having  the  care  of  the  districts  bordering 
thereon,  shall  confer  together,  and  agree  upon  the  same. — 

Each  gentleman  is  particularly  desired  to  pay  attention  in  his 
district  to  all  drains  that  may  be  opened,  to  see  that  they  be  laid 
of  proper  dimensions  ;  to  observe  all  encroachments  and  incum- 
brances  of  the  streets,  and  to  inform  the  Superintendent  of  the 
same,  that  measures  may  be  taken  for  their  speedy  removal ;  and 
to  suggest  such  improvements  of  the  streets  or  foot  walks,  as 
are  practicable,  by  a  right  disposition  of  the  common  resources 
of  the  Town ;  and  generally  to  pay  attention  to  the  Town  slips 
and  lands  in  his  district.

Gentlemen 

We  have  received  your  letter  of  the  13th  instant,  but

gentlemen  whom  we  personally  respect,  and  to  whose  projects  of 
improvement  we  wish  the  fullest  success. 

We  still  indulge  the  hope,  that  by  an  amicable  adjustment  of 
the  present  difference,  we  may  in  future  proceed  with  mutual 
satisfaction,  in  advancing  yours  and  the  public  interest — We 
must  however  refer  you  to  our  former'letter  for  the  determination 
which  we  have  adopted ;  it  was  made  deliberately,  and  nothing  in 
your  communication  has  led  us  to  consider  it  incorrect. — One 
thing  only  we  would  remark  upon,  that  you  persist  in  valuing 
Mrs.  Scollays  property  at  5000  dollars  at  the  time  your  operations 
commenced  ; — now  it  is  well  known  that  the  rents  of  the  wooden 
building  have  been  about  800  dollars  pr  annum  during  the  war, 
which  will  give  some  idea  of  the  value  of  the  capital. — 

In  hopes  to  adjust  the  business,  we  now  offer  to  your  choice 
some  other  modes  of  settlement. 

[25.]  1st.  That  the  new  street  should  be  reduced  two  feet 
in  width,  which  will  leave  it  of  ample  dimensions,  and  will  give 
you  900  feet  of  land  for  sale  ;  which  at  the  rate  you  have  already 
sold  will  produce  20,000  dollars,  or  even  at  half  price  will  give 
10,000.  which  will  go  far  toward  paying  for  Mrs.  Scollays 
land. 

2d.  We  will  agree  that  the  referees  who  shall  be  chosen  to 
estimate  the  damages  to  Mr8.  Scollay,  shall  consider  the  advan- 
tages which  the  Corporation  and  the  Town  will  derive  from  taking 
down  her  building,  and  adding  her  land  to  the  street ;  and  shall 
decide  what  proportion  of  the  expence  the  Town  shall  pay ;  for 
we  are  fully  of  opinion,  that  the  Town  and  its  officers  ought  to 
be  content  to  leave  such  a  question  to  the  persons  to  whom 
individuals  are  compelled  to  refer  their  claims  for  property 
forcibly  taken  for  public  use. 

3d.  That  you  should  make  application  to  the  Town,  at  the 
next  Town  meeting,  to  take  measures  for  removing  Mrs.  Scollays 
buildings,  and  connecting  Tremont  street  with  your  new  street.  - 

If  you  adopt  this  mode,  we  must  have  your  application  for  the 
purpose  before  Monday  next,  when  the  warrant  for  the  Town 
meeting  will  be  prepared.  But  we  beg  leave  to  state  that  we  con- 
sider by  thus  referring  the  subject  to  the  Town,  all  our  votes  and 
proceedings  relative  to  Mr8.  Scollays  property  will  be  cancelled  : 
for  after  that,  we  can  act  only  as  we  are  ordered. — 
[26.]  or  4th. — as  there  are  gentlemen  in  your  Corporation 
of  great  &  deserved  influence  in  the  Legislature,  that  they  should 
have  the  law  so  amended,  that  power  may  be  given  to  proper 
persons,  to  assess  on  neighbors  who  are  benefited,  their  propor- 
tion of  the  expense  of  such  improvements ;  this  is  the  case  in

That  one  person  shall  be  employed  by  the  Board  of  Health,  to 
cover  said  dirt  &  filth  with  clean  earth  or  gravel :  and  when  the 
ditch  first  dug  shall  be  filled,  that  another  shall  be  dug  where 
directed  by  the  Committees,  and  the  same  method  observed  in 
filling  it. — 

That  the  drivers  of  the  carts  &  the  person  employed  to  cover 
the  trenches  be  enjoined  [27.]  not  to  suffer  any  of  the  filth  to 
be  laid  on  the  surface  of  the  ground. 

That  in  case  this  mode  of  disposing  of  the  dirt  should  be  found 
displeasing  to  the  inhabitants,  or  in  any  wise  objectionable  by 
the  Selectmen — that  the  board  of  health  will  immediately  desist 
from  placing  it  there. —  .  . 

That  it  be  recommended  that  Mr.  Phillips  the  hay  weigher  be 
employed  to  superintend  the  work. — 

On  the  application  of  Messr8.  William  Wyman  &  Benjamin 
"West,  they  have  liberty  to  open  the  ground  in  Orange  street  for 
the  purpose  of  extending  the  common  sewer  to  their  houses.

In  pursuance  of  two  precepts  from  [the]  Hon.  Judge  of  Pro- 
bate for  [the]  County  of  Suffolk — inquisition  was  made  into  the 
circumstances  of  William  Jackson — and  of  John  White ;  & 
return  was  made  that  they  were  persons  non  compos, — and  rec-

law  &  recorded  as  follows. — Beginning  at  the  southeasterly  cor- 
ner of  Derne  street — and  running  southerly  in  the  same  direction 
with  the  west  side  of  Middlecot  street  two  hundred  &  twenty  five 
feet,  then  bearing  a  little  easterly  &  running  southerly  three 
hundred  &  twenty  two  feet  to  Beacon  street ;  the  said  street  to  be 
thirty  feet  wide  throughout,  &  known  as  a  public  highway  by  the 
name  of  Bowdoin  street. — 

Mr.  Bray  having  reported  that  he  had  repeatedly  applied  to  the 
Committee  of  Directors  of  [the]  Mill  pond  Corporation  respect- 
ing the  bridge  to  be  built  over  the  Creek — but  nothing  had  yet 
been  done  towards  the  same — it  was  agreed  to  enlarge  the  Com- 
mittee by  adding  Messrs.  Austin  &  Phillips — &  that  they  be 
desired  to  urge  on  the  Corporation  the  necessity  of  immediately 
building  the  proposed  bridge. — 

Report  was  made  respecting  the  [59.]  forming  of  Castle  street 
to  lead  from  Orange  street  to  Front  street :  that  the  probable 
expence  would  be  about  1000  dollars. — Mr.  Lovering  was 
authorized  to  contract  to  have  that  part  of  said  street  built  which 
goes  through  the  dock  in  the  manner  of  a  timber  Wharf — and  to 
be  covered  with  gravel  &  railed  at  both  sides. — 

Communication  was  received  from  Cornelius  Coolidge  Esq.  that 
he  had  become  the  owner  of  the  house  &  land  late  of  Oliver  Keat- 
ing Esq.,  at  the  entrance  of  Southacks  Court  and  was  ready  to 
agree  with  the  board  upon  widening  the  said  court. — The  subject 
was  considered  &  it  was  voted.  That  provided  all  the  land  in 
front  of  the  houses  built  by  Stephen  Codman  Esq.  should  be 
added  to  the  street  free  of  expence,  also  all  the  land  in  front  of 
the  house  occupied  by  Mrs.  Carter,  which  lies  outside  the  portico 
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of  that  house — that  the  board  would  allow  twelve  hundred  & 
fifty  dollars  for  a  piece  of  the  land  of  the  estate  now  owned  by 
C.  Coolidge,  to  continue  the  line  straight  from  the  afore- 
mentioned portico  to  the  street  at  the  entrance  of  the  court,  to 
widen  it  there  about  six  feet. —

Thomas  Welsh  Esq.  appeared  &  stated,  that  he  had  contracted 
to  build  a  row  of  shops  .on  the  land  formerly  sold  by  the  Town  to 
William  Smith  Esq.  and  that  the  front  line  thereof  extended 
beyond  the  present  line  of  the  street. — he  had  been  cautioned  by 
the  Chairman  not  to  proceed,  and  now  made  his  claim  &  the  direc- 
tions of  the  board  respecting  the  line.  The  Chairman,  Mr.  Hunne-

The  request  of  Samuel  Parkman  Esq.  for  a  gutter  in  the  middle 
of  Chardons  lane. — referred  to  Mess18.  Bulfinch  &  Phillips. — 

[61.]  An  application  was  signed  to  the  Judge  of  Probate, 
representing  that  Mr.  Henry  Dewhurst  was  in  danger  of  wasting 
his  property  <$?  becoming  a  charge  upon  the  Town ;  and  request- 
ing that  a  guardian  be  appointed  for  him. — 

On  the  application  of  the  proprietors  of  the  Green  Dragon 
Tavern  to  purchase  a  small  piece  of  land  west  of  their  lot.  Voted

That  the  salary  of  the  Superintendent  of  Police  be  one  thousand 
dollars  to  be  paid  in  the  regular  drafts,  and  that  he  be  further 
allowed  in  addition  to  this  salary,  the  fees  arising  from  licenses  to 
hackney  carriages. 

Charles  Bulfinch  Esq.  was  [62.]  unanimously  chosen  Superin- 
tendent of  Police. 

Voted,  That,  the  choice  of  an  assistant  police  officer  be  post- 
poned to  "Wednesday  next. — 

Boston  ss.  At  a  Meeting  of  the  Selectmen  September  18th. 
1816  — Present  the  Whole  Board. — 

Mr.  Levering  was  desired  to  purchase  twenty  eight  casks  of 
gun  powder  to  complete  the  quantity  required  by  law,  &  to  have 
the  same  inspected  by  the  Brigade  inspector  &  to  employ  Mr. 
Jennings  to  make  a  sufficient  number  of  cartridges  for  Brigade 
review. — 

Voted,  That  there  be  a  new  engine  provided  for  the  place  now 
occupied  by  N°.  13.  And  that  the  fire  wards  be  requested  to  fur- 
nish one  &  present  their  bill  to  this  Board  for  payment — making 
the  best  of  the  old  engine  in  exchange.  —

Austin  &  Mr.  Phillips  be  a  Committee  to  confer  with  said  pro- 
prietors on  the  means  of  widening  that  street — &  to  report  to  the

An  application  from  Henry  Lane  praying  to  be  reappointed  a

Agreed  with  Thomas  Welsh  Esq.  to  leave  the  consideration  of 
damages  for  a  small  gore  of  land  opposite  Concert  hall  to  Tristram 
Barnard,  John  Belknap  &  Sam1.  Snelling  Esqrs. 

The  Board  came  to  the  choice  of  an  Assistant  police  officer — 
the  votes  being  taken  by  ballot,  Mr.  Darby  Robins  was  unani- 
mously chosen. 

The  Chairman,  Mr.  Austin  &  Mr.  Bray  a  Committee  to  confer 
with  Mr.  Asa  Holbrook,  respecting  the  passage  way  in  Lynn 
street,  to  examine  deed  and  report. —

On  the  application  of  a  number  of  the  abutters  it  was  agreed 
that  a  gutter  should  be  paved  in  the  middle  of  Gibb'  lane  from 
Fort  hill  to  Purchase  street. 

Completed  the  monthly  accounts. — 

The  Chairman,  Mr.  Lovering  &  Mr.  Phillips  a  Committee  to 
consider  what  mode  should  be  adopted  for  lighting  the  lamps  the 
present  season. — 

[66.]  Mr  Tuckerman  renewed  his  application  for  liberty  to 
cover  the  passageway  to  Brattle  square  with  an  arch.

At  the  corner  of  Somer- 
set street  thirty  one  feet  wide,  at  the  west  line  of  Bowers  twenty

This  being  the  time  assigned  for  meeting  the  Selectmen  of  the 
Towns  of  Roxbury  &  Dorchester  on  the  perambulation  of  the 
bounds. — the  board  this  morning  proceeded  on  the  business — and 
inspected  the  land  marks  and  found  them  correct — Returns  were 
signed  by  the  agents  of  the  respective  towns,  which  is  on  the  file 
of  mixed  papers. —

the  Neck ;  Mr.  Lovering  was  desired  to  employ  some  person  to 
make  all  such  repairs  as  may  be  necessary  before  winter. —

Present  Messrs.  Bulfinch,  Oliver,  Hunnewell,  Lovering,  Austin, 
Williams  &  Phillips. — 
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Warrant  was  signed  for  Town  meeting  for  choice  of  a  Member 
of  Congress,  on  the  4th.  November  next. — 

Mr.  Austin  was  desired  to  wait  on  Mr.  Winchel  to  request  him 
to  open  the  meeting  with  prayer. — 

Mr.  Eliot  to  print  notifications. — 

Mr.  Jonathan  Hayward  having  been  well  recommended  is 
appointed  to  regulate  the  standing  of  carts  and  waggons  with 
cyder  in  "Water  street  until  the  1st.  Decr.  next. — 

[71.]  Mr.  Holmes  was  also  appointed  to  regulate  the  stand- 
ing of  wood  from  the  country  at  the  several  regular  stands  after 
the  1st.  of  December. — 

The  subject  of  widening  the  north  side  of  Bowdoin  street  was 
considered — &  Mr.  Wm.  R.  Gray  appeared  to  state  his  objections 
&  the  injury  that  would  be  done  him  by  taking  any  of  his  land — 
It  was  agreed  to  refer  the  subject  to  Messrs.  Levering,  Austin  & 
Phillips  they  agreed  to  meet  Mr.  Gray  tomorrow  on  the  premises 
to  see  whether  his  objections  could  be  removed  and  to  agree  upon 
the  line  of  the  improvement.

mine whether  the  obstruction  was  caused  by  the  works  of  the 
Mill  Pond  Corporation,  &  to  direct  measures  for  removing  the 
cause  of  complaint. 

A  copy  of  printed  rules  &  regulations  for  the  volunteer  patrole 
watch  was  submitted  by  the  Secretary  of  the  association,  they  were

address  to  the  inhabitants  relative  to  the  improvements  of  the 
Common  &  to  request  the  attention  of  the  public  to  prevent  injury 
to  the  trees  &c.

The  whole  Board. — 

Mr.  Oliver  reported  that  he  had  examined  the  accounts  of  Mr. 
Phillips  hay  weigher  for  the  quarter  ending  October  1st. — and

Boston  ss.  At  a  Meeting  of  the  Selectmen  November  25th. 
1816 — Present  Mess".  Bulfinch,  Oliver,  Lovering,  Austin,  Wil- 
liams &  Phillips. — 

Passed  the  Monthly  accounts. — 

Some  representations  having  been  made  to  the  Chairman 
against  the  livery  stable  proposed  to  be  built  by  Mr.  Horton. — he 
now  appeared,  &  also  Mr.  Bumstead  the  owner  of  the  buildings 
nearest  to  the  place  where  the  stable  is  to  be  built — he  proposed 
that  Mr.  Horton  should  set  his  stable  ten  feet  back  from  his  front 
line,  to  prevent  the  obstruction  which  he  thought  would  arise  in

The  following  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  new  law  to  regu- 
late public  houses — was  read  &  amended  and  accepted  as 
follows. —

Abstract  of  the  new  law  for  regulation  of  licenced  houses,  in 
the  Town  of  Boston. 

All  houses  that  shall  be  licensed  for  [the]  sale  of  spirituous 
liquors,  after  the  1st.  day  of  April  next,  will  be  divided  into  classes, 
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to  be  kept  by  Innholders,  Victualers,  retailers  &,  Confectioners. 
every  person  carrying  on  business  of  either  of  the  descriptions  above 
enumerated,  must  be  licensed  for  the  same,  by  approbation  of  the 
Selectmen  &  confirmed  by  the  Court  of  Sessions. 

Every  person  so  licensed  must  have  a  sign  in  front  of  his  place 
of  business  with  his  or  her  name  thereon,  and  expressing  the  kind 
of  business  for  which  the  license  is  given. 

No  Confectioner  to  be  allowed  to  sell  any  spirituous  liquors ; 
or  any  mixed  liquors,  part  of  which  is  spirituous ;  to  suffer  any 
person  to  be  drinking  the  same  in  his  or  her  house  or  store  or 
other  [98.]  place  of  business. 

No  Confectioner  or  Victualler  shall  keep  open  his  or  her  house, 
store  or  other  place  of  business,  or  entertain  any  person  therein 
after  10.  o'clock  of  the  evening  of  any  working  day,  or  any  part 
of  the  Lord's  day  or  evening. 

Every  person  offending  against  either  of  these  regulations,  shall 
on  conviction  thereof,  forfeit  and  pay  for  each  offence,  a  fine  of 
Ten  dollars,  with  costs  of  prosecution ;  and  shall  likewise  forfeit 
his  or  her  license,  which  cannot  be  restored  without  a  new  recom- 
mendation from  the  Selectmen  to  the  Court  of  Sessions. 

This  law  will  have  no  operation  upon  persons  already  licensed  until 
the  regular  period  for  the  renewal  of  their  licenses  on  the  first  of 
July  next.  The  Selectmen  have  ordered  the  publication  of  the 
above,  that  all  persons  who  may  apply  for  license  in  future  may 
be  informed  of  the  regulations  adopted,  and  may  be  prepared  to 
conform  to  the  same.

That  the  following  resolutions  be  adopted  by  the  board.  — 

1st.  Innholders  licences  shall  be  granted  in  places  provided 
for  boarding  houses,  taverns  &  lodging  houses  for  strangers. 

2d.  No  Innholders  license  shall  be  granted  for  any  cellar  what- 
ever.— 

3d.  Victuallers  licenses  may  be  granted  to  cellars  &  shops 
where  strangers  are  not  regularly  or  statedly  taken  to  lodge. — 

4th.  Retail  licenses,  to  those  persons  who  sell  liquors  by  retail 
according  to  law. — 

5th.  Licenses  may  be  granted  to  confectioners  with  liberty  to 
retail  spirits,  not  to  be  drank  in  their  houses,  shops  or  dependen- 
cies.— 
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6th.  That  one  suitable  person  be  appointed  a  Tythingman,  to 
execute  the  duties  assigned  to  that  officer  by  the  new  law ;  who 
shall  keep  a  book,  with  the  names,  places  of  residence  and  places 
of  business  of  every  person  who  shall  carry  on  the  employment  of 
Innholder,  Victualler,  Confectioner  or  Retailer  entered  therein,  in 
order  that  the  conduct  of  such  persons,  in  their  several  places  of 
business,  may  be  easily  inspected  and  known.  And  said  officer 
shall  follow  the  directions  of  the  board  in  inspecting  said  houses, 
and  conform  himself  to  such  regulations  as  shall  be  adopted  by

The  Committee  appointed  to  revise  the  rules  &  orders  of  the 
board  have  attended  that  service  and"  ask  leave  to  report  the  fol- 
lowing Rules  and  Orders  for  the  future  regulation  of  the  board. — 

A  Chairman  shall  be  chosen  annually  by  written  votes,  who 
shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the  board :  the  senior  member 
present  shall  preside  in  the  absence  of  the  Chairman. — 

The  time  of  the  regular  meeting  of  the  board  shall  be  on 
Wednesdays  at  half  past  three  o'clock  P.M.  from  March  to  Octo- 
ber, and  three  o'clock  from  October  to  March;  and  punctual 
observance  of  these  hours  is  requested*.  The  Chairman  is  author- 
ized to  call  special  meetings  of  the  board  whenever  it  is  requisite. — 

[1O1.]     Five  members  shall  be  necessary  to  form  a  board. — 

The  majority  of  votes  of  members  present  shall  be  considered 
as  the  act  of  the  Board  ;  but  any  member  may  enter  his  dissent 
to  any  measure  on  the  records :  and  no  vote  shall  be  reconsidered 
by  a  less  number  than  were  present  when  the  vote  was  passed. — 

All  appointments  to  office,  made  by  the  board,  in  conformity  to 
the  laws  of  the  State,  or  to  the  bye  laws  of  the  Town,  shall  be 
made  by  written  votes,  and  at  a  time  assigned  for  that  purpose. — 

The  Town  Clerk  shall  attend  at  every  meeting  of  the  board, 
and  shall  make  a  record  of  all  the  proceedings,  and  enter  the 
names  of  the  members  present. — In  case  of  the  necessary 
absence  of  the  Town  Clerk  the  Chairman  shall  take  the  minutes. 
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At  the  opening  of  each  Meeting,  the  Town  Clerk  shall  read  the 
records  of  the  proceedings  of  the  last  meeting. — 

There  shall  be  a  Monthly  Committee  on  accounts  to  consist  of 
two  members  of  the  board  taken  alphabetically,  who  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  Chairman  of  the  board,  shall  meet  at  the  Selectmens 
room  at  o'clock*  on  [1O2.]  the  Monday  preceding  the  day 
on  which  the  monthly  draft  is  closed,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  to 
receive  and  examine  all  demands  against  the  town  that  shall  be 
presented  for  payment,  to  make  a  rough  draft  of  the  same  and  lay 
it  before  the  board  for  their  inspection  and  approbation. — The 
draft  when  completed  shall  be  signed  by  the  Committee  and  the 
Town  Clerk  before  it  is  sent  to  the  Treasurer ;  and  no  addition 
shall  be  made  to  it  while  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  unless  the 
same  is  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  board  in  the  form  of  an  order. 

Every  person  who  shall  furnish  any  supplies  or  do  any  work  for 
the  Town,  shall,  at  least  seven  days  previous  to  the  day  on  which 
the  monthly  draft  is  closed,  present  his  bill  to  the  Committee  (or 
one  of  them)  who  have  the  charge  of  that  section  of  the  town  for 
which  the  supplies  were  furnished,  or  the  work  done.  And  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Committee  or  one  of  them  to  examine 
such  demands,  &  certify  they  are  correct  previous  to  their  being 
presented  to  the  Committee  on  accounts  for  their  approbation ; 
and  no  demand  unless  so  examined  and  certified  shall  be  passed 
by  the  Committee. — 

The  town  shall  be  divided  into  four  sections;  Section  N°.  1. 
shall  consist  of  Wards  N°.  1.  2  &  3.  Section  N°.  2.  of  Wards 
N°.  4.  5.  and  all  that  part  of  Ward  N°.  6.  north  of  Cambridge 
street:  Section  N°.  3.  of  Wards  7.  8  &  9.  and  that  [1O3.] 
part  of  Ward  N°.  6.  south  of  Cambridge  street ;  Section  N°.  4.  of 
Wards  N°.  10.  11  &  12.  There  shall  be  two  members  of  the 
Board  assigned  to  each  of  the  sections  who  shall  have  the  direc- 
tion &  oversight  of  the  streets,  and  of  the  repairs  necessary  to 
them,  and  shall  have  liberty  to  undertake  &  order  any  work,  the 
expence  of  which  shall  not  exceed  forty  dollars ;  but  no  under- 
taking which  shall  exceed  that  sum  shall  be  begun  or  contracted 
for,  without  being  first  laid  before  the  board  and  agreed  to  by 
vote ;  and  if  any  Committee  of  the  board  shall  contract  for  or 
expend  more  than  forty  dollars  on  any  one  object  without  the 
approbation  of  the  board  being  first  obtained  (except  on  some 
special  occasion,  the  existence  of  which  is  to  be  decided  by  the 
board)  such  Committee  shall  be  responsible  in  their  private 
capacity  for  the  amount  exceeding  the  forty  dollars. 

For  any  work  that  may  be  done  in  the  streets  which  divide  the 
sections,  the  Committees  having  the  sections  bordering  thereon, 
shall  confer  together,  and  agree  upon  the  same. — 
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Each  Committee  is  particularly  desired  to  pay  attention  in  their 
section  to  all  drains  that  may  be  opened,  to  see  that  they  be  laid 
of  proper  dimensions ;  to  observe  all  encroachments  and  incum- 
brances  of  the  streets,  and  to  inform  the  Superintendent  of  the 
same,  that  measures  may  be  taken  for  their  speedy  removal :  And 
to  suggest  such  improvements  [1O4.]  of  the  streets  or  foot  walks 
as  are  practicable,  by  a  right  disposition  of  the  common  resources 
of  the  town  :  and  generally  to  pay  attention  to  the  town  slips  and 
land  in  their  districts.

former  proposal  of  the  board — to  remove  his  fences,  if  the  board 
will  have  the  street  paved  as  far  as  his  land  extends,  both  in  the 
centre  and  in  the  foot  walk.

The  Board  having  viewed  the  streets  at  West  Boston  which  the

Chairman  inform  the  President  &  Directors  of  that  Corporation 
that  another  street  called  Blossom  street  will  be  immediately 
opened,  a  little  to  the  east  of  the  one  now  shut  up,  which  will 
make  good  the  communication  between  Allen  &  Cambridge 
streets — That  by  this  means  an  important  accommodation  may  be 
given  to  the  hospital  establishment  without  interrupting  the  travel, 
or  interfering  with  the  convenience  of  the  neighborhood. 

[148.]  The  Committee  of  the  Market  empowered  to  make 
such  repairs  to  the  pavement  south  of  Faneuil  Hall  as  they  find 
necessary.

6  Jurors  were  drawn  for  District  Court  of  United  States. — 

On  a  representation  from  M™.  Dix,  that  a  very  offensive  nuis- 
ance had  been  occasioned  by  the  stoppage  of  her  drain  from  its 
connection  with  the  common  sewer  in  Harvard  street.  Voiced 
that  Mrs.  Dix  be  informed  that  the  board  has  no  objection  to  her 
renewing  the  connection  of  her  drain  with  that  sewer  if  she  find 
any  ill  consequences  to  follow  from  cutting  it  off. 

Representation  having  been  made  by  the  Spanish  Consul  that  a

The  Committee  appointed  to  view  the  Neck  reported,  that  it 
was  necessary  to  repair  some  of  the  pavements,  and  to  spread 
gravel  on  the  whole  of  the  east  side.  Voted,  that  the  Committee 
proceed  immediately  to  make  these  repairs  to  [the]  amount  of  one 
thousand  dollars. — 

The  Committee  on  Boylston  street  were  desired  to  continue 
the  paving  of  that  street  as  far  as  the  westerly  side  of  Carver 
street. — 

An  application  was  received  from  the  officers  of  the  New  Eng- 
land Guards  and  the  company  of  Sea  Fencibles — requesting  that 
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the  iiew  gun  house  might  [156.]  be  allowed  to  remain  on  the 
common,  for  the  use  of  those  companies. — The  Chairman  was 
desired  to  inform  the  gentlemen  in  that  neighborhood  of  this 
request  that  they  may  have  opportunity  to  show  cause  why  the 
petition  should  not  be  granted. 

The  Committee  of  the  third  district  was  desired  to  pay  particu- 
lar attention  to  prevent  the  steps  to  the  new  meeting  house  in

Whereas  upon  the  twenty  eight  day  of  August  last,  agreement 
was  made  and  concluded  with  the  New  Cornhill  Corporation  of 
the  Town  of  Boston  for  the  discontinuing  of  the  passage  way  or 
alley,  leading  from  Court  street  to  Brattle  Square,  called  Bel- 
knaps  Alley,  and  for  the  opening  and  laying  out  a  new  street  from 
said  Court  street  to  Brattle  Square  in  lieu  thereof,  the  same  being 
in  the  opinion  of  this  Board  for  the  convenience  and  safety  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  Town  :  [159.]  It  is  thereupon-voted  that,  the 
said  passageway  called  Belknaps  Alley  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
discontinued  throughout  the  extent  of  the  same ;  and  that  the 
said  Corporation,  being  proprietors  of  the  estate  lying  and  being 
on  each  side  of  the  said  alley,  be,  and  they  hereby  are  permitted

Voted,  That  Mr.  Reuben  Ramsdell  shall  have  a  lease  of  the 
land  at  the  bottom  of  Poplar  street  on  which  the  porch -to  his 
house  now  stands. — 

On  the  petition  of  a  number  of  persons  residing  in  Leverett 
place  &  Prospect  street,  West  Boston ;  the  Committee  of  2d 
district  was  desired  to  have  a  gutter  paved  there  as  far  as  they 
should  find  expedient. — 

[16O.]  A  subscription  paper  being  presented  of  sums  sub- 
scribed to  assist  in  paving  Hamilton  street :  it  was  voted,  That 
four  hundred  dollars  should  be  appropriated  to  that  street,  to  be 
paid  when  the  same  shall  be  completed  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
board. — 

^VIr.  Green  who  has  been  constable  of  one  division  of  the  watch 
for  several  years  past  having  resigned  from  ill  health — the 
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applications  of  candidates  were  considered,  and  Voted  that  Mr. 
William  Gardner  be  appointed  constable  of  one  division  of  the 
Town  watch. — 

The  Committee  appointed  on  the  part  of  the  board  to  meet  and 
consult  with  a  Committee  of  the  Brattle  Street  Society,  &  the 
proprietor  of  certain  stores  on  Market  street  for  the  purpose  of 
regulating  Brattle  street,  have  attended  that  service  and  report, 
that  they  met  the  parties  on  Tuesday  the  9th.  instant,  and  now 
recommend  to  the  board,  there  being  no  objection  to  it  on  the 
part  Of  the  society,  that  the  street  be  lowered  and  paved,  on  the 
following  conditions :  that  the  expense  attending  to  it  be  paid, 
one  half  by  the  Town,  and  the  other  half  by  the  proprietors  of 
the  stores,  and  that  one  or  more  of  .them  bind  themselves  to  this 
effect ;  and  that  the  gravel  or  dirt  be  sold  and  accounted  for  ;  the 
proprietors  of  the  stores  paying  one  half  the  expense  of  carting. 
The  width  of  [161.]  the  sidewalk  to  be  regulated  by  the  Select- 
men.— 

This  report  was  considered  and  accepted  &  the  Committee 
desired  to  proceed  on  the  work. — 

A  memorial  was  received  against  the  Gun  House  on  the 
Common  being  permitted  to  remain.  The  same  was  read, 
together  with  the  records  of  proceedings  in  1814 — when  the 
consent  for  the  gun  house  was  first  given — after  consideration 
voted,  that  we  consider  it  our  duty  to  refuse  the  request.  And 
the  Chairman  is  desired  to  communicate  the  same  to  the  officers 
of  the  companies  who  make  the  application. 

the  letter  was  as  follows. — 

Gentlemen, 

Upon  receiving  your  application  of  the  29th.  August, 
requesting,  in  behalf  of  the  members  of  the  Companies  of  New 
England  Guards  &  Sea  fencibles,  that  the  Gun  house  erected  in 
1814  may  remain  on  the  Common  for  the  use  of  those  companies ; 
The  Selectmen  had  recourse  to  the  records  of  the  time  when  the 
first  application  was  made,  and  find  that  the  consent  of  the  board 
and  of  the  neighbourhood  to  its  erection,  was  on  the  express 
condition  that  the  building  should  be  removed  in  ninety  days 
after  the  termination  of  the  war,  and  free  of  expense  to  the 
Town. — They  also  find  in  a  [162.]  letter  from  George  Sullivan 
Esq.  of  August  15th.  1814.  "  that  the  officers  of  these  corps  have 
no  views  to  the  occupancy  of  the  place  after  the  war. — 

The  Selectmen  have  also  received  a  memorial  from  a  number 
of  the  inhabitants,  against  the  continuance  of  the  building  on 
general  principles  of  preventing  encroachment  of  public  ground, 
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but  particularly  as  it  would  be  directly  contrary  to  the  agreement 
and  contract  by  which  consent  was  first  obtained. — 

The  Selectmen  feel  every  wish  to  accommodate  gentlemen  who 
volunteer  their  services,  and  devote  their  time  to  attain  any 
branch  of  exercise  or  discipline  which  may  be  serviceable  in  time 
of  danger ;  but  in  the  present  instance  they  consider  it  their  duty 
to  refuse  the  request  made  to  them  by  the  officers  of  the  N.  E. 
Guards  and  of  the  intended  company  of  Sea  fencibles,  for  whom 
they  entertain  sentiments  of  respect  &  esteem.

Present  the  whole  Board. — 

A  certificate  was  signed,  approving  of  the  Theatre  in  Federal 
street,  and  of  the  company  under  Mess18.  Powell  &  Dickson  for 
the  exhibition  of  stage  plays  and  other  theatrical  performances 
during  the  ensuing  season. 

It  was  agreed  that  Mr.  Nath1.  Brewer  have  the  superintendence 
of  the  lamps  on  the  same  terms  as  last  year,  he  to  take  measures 
to  employ  capable  lamp  lighters  and  to  get  the  lamps  in  order 
immediately. — 

Mr.  Levering  was  desired  to  procure  oil. — 

On  the  application  of  Mr.  Benjamin  Dearborn,  it  was  agreed 
to  allow  .him  seven  dollars,  on  the  average  cost  of  lighting  each 
lamp  through  the  season,  for  the  supply  &  lighting  of  his  lamp 
in  Theatre .  alley — it  being  necessary  for  the  public  service  to 
have  a  lamp  there,  and  Mr.  Dearborn  preferring  to  take  charge 
of  it  himself. — 

Return  was  made  by  the  Clerk  of  the  market  of  a  statement  of 
the  number  of  trucks  and  carts  that  could  [164.]  be  allowed  to 
stand  at  the  east  end  of  Faneuil  Hall  without  incumbering  the 
street :  It  appearing  that  there  was  room  for  ten  trucks  &  ten 
carts,  and  that  permitting  this  number  would  not  deprive  any 
person  of  a  privilege  which  he  has  enjoyed.  It  was  voted  that 
ten  trucks  &  ten  carts  be  allowed  to  stand  there  owned  by  the 
following  proprietors. — 
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and  that  they  be 
arranged  by  the  Clerk  of  the  market  and  police  officers  and  con- 
form to  the  orders  of  the  board  communicated  by  them. — 

The  Committees  was  authorized  to  proceed  on  the  paving  of  the 
street  from  Butlers  row  to  Parkmans  wharf — and  Lendals  lane 
from  Congress  street  to  Kilby  street. — 

Mr.  Levering  was  desired  to  procure  a  sufficient  number  of  car- 
tridges to  be  made  for  the  review  early  in  October.  [165.]  and 
to  call  on  the  Brigade  Inspector,  for  an  inspection  of  the  Town's 
powder,  &  camp  equipage. — 

It  was  agreed  in  addition  to  the  sum  appropriated  for  paving 
Hamilton  street,  to  allow  one  hundred  loads  of  the  earth  to  be 
dug  from  Brattle  street,  to  fill  the  hollows  &  prepare  for  paving. 

The  Committee  of  the  first  district  was  empowered  to  procure 
two  hundred  loads  coarse  gravel  to  be  spread  on  Pond  street. — 

Mr.  Phillips  was  requested  to  pay  to  the  Town  Treasurer  the 
money  deposited  in  his  hands,  being  the  balance  received  from 
Mr.  John  Odin  for  land  on  Dock  square,  and  rents  received  from 
the  small  house  near  the  Green  Dragon  Tavern. — 

Complaint  having  been  made  by  Nehemiah  Freeman  Esq. 
against  David  Fullam  for  improper  and  threatening  behaviour  to 
the  assistant  police  officer,  Voted  that  Mr.  Fullam  be  informed 
that  he  will  be  deprived  of  his  licenses /or  hacks  N°.  14.  36.  37. 
from  Friday  morning  next,  until  further  order  of  the  Board. 

A  letter  was  received  from  M*8.  Howard  remonstrating  against 
paying  the  expense  on  her  estate  in  Lynde  street — occasioned  by 
digging  away  the  street — The  Committee  was  desired  to  have  the 
side  walk  laid,  &  report  what  further  expense  was  necessary. 

[166.]  Boston  ss.  At  a  Meeting  of  the  Selectmen  Septem- 
ber 24th.  1817.— 
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Present  Mess18.  Bulfinch,  Lovering,  Austin,  Phillips,  Dorr, 
Bass  &  Silsby. 

4  Grand  &  4  Petit  Jurors  were  drawn  for  Circuit  Court  of 
United  States — also  34  jurors  for  Boston  Court  of  Common  Pleas. 

Voted,  that  agreeably  to  the  vote  of  the  Town,  the  meat  stalls 
west  of  Faueuil  Hall  be  advertised  to  be  leased  at  auction  for  one 
year,  on  Thursday  9th.  October  next — and  that  the  market  Com- 
mittee be  desired  to  consider  and  report  at  the  next  meeting  the 
terms  &  conditions  of  lease. — 

Mr.  French  having  applied  to  have  his  claim  for  land  formerly 
taken  into  Back  street  further  considered,  Mr.  Hunnewell  was 
added  to  Committee  of  first  district :  they  were  desired  to  view 
the  place  in  company  with  Mr.  French  and  report  their  opinion  to 
the  Board.

Mr.  Phillips  produced  a  receipt  from  the  Town  Treasurer 
acknowledging  to  have  received  from  him  the  sum  of  one  thou- 
sand dollars,  being  the  balance  paid  by  John  Odin  for  land  on 
Dock  Square — & — 144 — dollars  for  rent  of  the  house  near  Green

Boston  ss.  At  a  Meeting  of  the  Selectmen  October  1st.  1817. 
— Present  Mess™.  Bulfinch,  Lovering,  Austin,  Phillips,  Bass, 
Dorr  &  Silsby.— 

Application  was  signed  to  [the]  Judge  of  Probate,  stating  that 
Robert  Wright,  by  excessive  drinking  and  idleness,  is  spending 
and  lessening  his  estate,  and  exposing  himself  to  become  a  charge 
upon  the  town  :  therefore  requesting  that  measures  may  [168.] 
be  taken  for  appointing  a  guardian  over  his  person  and 
property.— 
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Mr.  Edward  Tuckerman,  Junr.  having  represented  that  the 
increased  number  of  tenements  in  that  part  of  Cornhill,  between 
the  arch  bordering  on  N°.  1  Market  street  &  Dock  square  would 
occasion  an  irregularity  &  confusion  of  numbers  to  the  several 
shops  &  stores  in  Cornhill,  besides  an  expense  to  make  the 
alterations  that  will  become  necessary; — therefore  voted — That 
the  buildings  extending  from  the  Arch  leading  to  Brattle  street'  to 
Dock  square  easterly — be  hereafter  called  Market  row. 

The  Market  Committee  reported  the  following  terms  &  con- 
ditions of  lease  for  the  stalls  west  of  Faneuil  Hall,  which  were 
considered  and  accepted. — 

The  Market  Committee  to  whom  was  assigned  the  duty  to  con- 
sider and  report  the  terms  &  conditions  of  lease  of  the  stalls  in 
the  Market  west  of  Faneuil  Hall,  at  public  auction  agreeably  to  a 
vote  of  the  town.  Report — 

That  they  find  on  inquiry  of  the  Clerk  of  the  market  that  there 
is  now  35  stalls  let,  which  produce  52  dollars  per  annum  each, 
amounting  to  1820  dollars,  that  a  portion  of  the  stalls  are 
double  &  might  be  divided  into  two,  by  which  the  number 
[169.]  would  be  increased  to  56. — they  therefore  recommend 
that  alteration  &  propose  that  the  stalls  be  numbered  from  1  to 
56  inclusive,  that  the  rent  be  fixed  as  follows  16  at  one  dollar  per 
week  &  40  at  75  Cents  per  week  they  will  then  produce  2392 
dollars  making  a  difference  in  favour  of  the  town  of  572 — dollars 
pr.  annum. — 

Your  Committee  propose  that  they  be  exposed  for  lease  for 
one  year  on  the  following  conditions,  viz. —

stalling, or  selling  by  false  weights  or  measures,  he,  she  or  they 
shall  forfeit  their  lease :  and  if  he,  she  or  they  shall  be  in  arrears 
for  rent  more  than  two  weeks,  the  Clerk  of  the  market  shall  have 
the  right  of  leasing  the  stall  to  some  other  person. — 

That  the  stalls  shall  be  under  the  inspection  of  the  Clerk  of 
the  Market  and  if  the  lessees  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  keep 
them  clean  they  shall  forfeit  their  lease.  And  if  the  lessee  or 
any  person  acting  for  or  under  him,  her  or  them,  shall  use  any 
abusive  language  to  or  threaten  the  Clerk  of  the  market  [17O.] 
while  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty,  the  board,  of  Selectmen  on 
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receiving  satisfactory  proof  of  the  same,  shall  have  the  right  to 
deprive  them  of  their  lease. 

The  lessees  of  stalls  N°.  1  &  56  are  to  have  the  charge  and 
care  of  the  small  scales  and  weights  as  hertofore. 

All  necessary  &  reasonable  repairs  of  the  stalls  be  done  at  the 
expense  of  the  town. 

Application  was  received  from  the  abutters  on  Carver  street, 
requesting  that  it  might  be  paved.  Voted  that  the  gentlemen  be 
informed  that  so  much  work  is  already  done  or  contracted  for 
that  it  will  not  be  in  the  power  of  the  board  to  comply  with  their 
request  the  present  season. — 

Passed  the  Monthly  accounts.— 

Boston  ss.  At  a  Meeting  of  the  Selectmen  October  8th.  1817. 
— :Present  Messrs.  Bulfinch,  Hunnewell,  Austin,  Phillips  &  Dorr. 

On  the  application  of  the  abutters  on  Walnut  street,  Voted 
that  the  gutter  be  continued  on  the  north  side  of  said  street  to 
Beacon  street  &  that  gravel  be  spread  on  the  middle  of  the  street, 
to  make  it  convenient  for  use. —

use  of  that  stand  in  rotation  weekly. — 

That  the  regulation  of  that  stand  shall  be  under  the  orders  of 
the  Clerk  of  the  market,  that  no  person  shall  stand  there  without 
permission  first  obtained  of  him ;  and  that  the  occupiers  of  such 
stand  shall  never  exact  or  require  of  any  person  any  fee,  or  grat- 
ification for  liberty  of  standing  there. — 

That  no  person  who  has  formerly  occupied  that  stand,  be 
allowed  to  return  there,  until  he  has  paid  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
market  his  proportion  of  the  damage  done  to  Mr.  Lawrence  in 
the  loss  of  his  cart. 

That  any  person  who  shall  not  conform  to  these  regulations  or 
any  other  that  may  be  adopted  by  the  board  and  directed  to  be 
carried  into  effect  by  the  Clerk  of  the  market,  shall  be  immedi- 
ately deprived  of  his  stand.

order — therefore  propose  that  the  range  of  buildings  lately 
erected  by  Mr.  Greenough  on  land  leased  by  him  from  the  direc- 
tors of  the  General  hospital — be  called  Province  house  rwc,  and 
numbered  from  1  to  5  accordingly. — the  same  was  accepted. — 

Boston  ss.  At  a  Meeting  of  the  Selectmen  October  16th.  1817 
— Present  Messrs.  Bulfinch,  Levering,  Austin,  Bass  &  Silsby. 

Report  was  made  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Committee  in  leas- 
ing the  stalls  west  of  Faneuil  hall,  from  which  it  appeared,  that 
the  sum  agreed  to  be  paid  by  purchasers,  for  right  of  choice 
amounted  to  $4846  ;  ^fa  &  the  entire  proceeds  for  the  year  would 
be  $7241.40. 

The  Market  Committee  was  desired  to  consider  &  report  what 
measures  should  be  taken  respecting  the  stalls  inside  of  the 

building  and  the  cellars. —

Proposals  were  made  by  Mr.  Francis  Southack  to  widen  the 
westerly  end  of  Southacks  Court,  if  the  Town  would  purchase 
the  land  lying  between  the  house  belonging  to  his  family  &  the 
present  line  of  the  street. — Mr.  Oliver,  Mess  Hunnewell  &  Bass 
were  desired  to  view  the  street  &  report.

Voted,  That  the  Police  officer  shall  pay  over  to  the  Town 
Treasurer  all  the  money  that  he  may  now  have  or  that  may  here- 
after come  into  his  hands,  belonging  to  the  Town  of  Boston, 
arising  from  licenses,  fines  or  any  other  source :  and  that  said 
Police  officer  shall  be  ordered  to  make  quarterly  returns  to  this 
Board  of  all  sum  or  sums  of  money  received  by  him  for  fines 
foreitures  and  licenses,  and  of  his  proceedings. — 

Voted,  That  no  fine  or  fines,  shall  be  remitted  by  any  person 

or  persons,  without  the  assent  of  a  majority  of  this  Board. —

Cap*.  Gibbens  made  a  statement  to  the  Board  of  a  deficiency  in 
the  quantity  of  powder  delivered  for  the  use  of  his  company  at 
the  late  review  and  also  last  year — after  considerable  conversation 
on  the  subject — it  was  agreed  that  Mr.  Lqvering  should  direct  Mr. 
Jennings  to  furnish  the  quantity  wanted. 

The  abutters  on  Boylston  street  having  been  notified  to  pave 
the  side  walks  in  front  of  their  property — a  statement  was  made 
that  [175.]  three  of  the  abutters  were  unable  to  go  to  the

A  communication  was  received  from  P.  O.  Thacher  Esq.  stat- 
ing that  the  new  law  to  regulate  streets,  required  a  distinct  book 
of  records  for  all  proceedings  on  streets  and  suggesting  measures 
proper  in  his  opinion  to  be  adopted. — Voted,  That  Messrs.  Oliver 
Hunnewell  &  Dorr  be  a  Committee  to  consider  the  subject  of  this 
communication  and  report. — Voted  that  the  same  Committee  con- 
sider &  report  what  measures  they  would  recommend  relative  to 
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printing  a  new  edition  of  by  laws,  and  state  laws  regulating  the 
Town  of  Boston. 

Mr.  Nathan  Jones  applied  for  a  license  as  auctioneer,  his 
request  was  not  granted. — 

A  Communication  from  the  Superintendent  of  lamps  was 
handed  to  Mr.  Lovering  &  Mr.  Austin  to  consider  &  report. — 

[176.]  Boston  ss.  At  a  Meeting  of  the  Selectmen  October 
29th.  1817. — Present  Mess".  Bulfinch,  Oliver,  Hunnewell,  Lover- 
ing,  Austin,  Dorr  &  Bass. — 

Passed  the  Monthly  Accounts. 

Return  was  made  by  Mr.  Hunnewell  that  he  had  examined  the 
accounts  of  the  hay  weigher  for  the  quarter  ending  October  1st. 
the  whole  amount  of  the  proceeds  were  $294.90  and  the  balance 
due  to  the  Town  was  $93.55.  Report  accepted. — 

The  Committee  to  which  was  referred  Mr.  Southack's  proposal 
to  widen  the  westerly  end  of  Southacks  Court,  reported,  that  they 
had  viewed  the  place,  but  recommend  that  information  be  obtained 
of  the  probable  expense  of  the  improvement,  to  enable  them  to 
decide  on  its  expediency. — The  Chairman  was  desired  to  enquire 
of  Mr.  Southack  what  he  would  expect  for  his  land. — 

An  application  was  made  by  Mr.  Treadwell  for  liberty  to  use  a 
brick  stove  or  oven  on  a  new  construction  in  a  building  on  Park- 
mans  wharf.  Mess18.  Hunnewell,  Lovering,  &  Austin  were 
appointed  a  Committee  to  view  the  place  &  report. — which  they 
did  as  follows. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  view  the  building  on  Parkmans 
wharf,  on  the  application  that  the  [177.]  same  may  be  occupied 
as  a  bakery,  have  examined  the  same  and  are  of  the  opinion  that 
it  is  an  improper  place  for  such  a  building,  and  that  the  oven  now 
erected  would  be  unsafe  to  that  and  the  neighbourhood — therefore 
report,  that  Mr.  Treadwells  request  cannot  be  granted. — 

The  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  meeting  to  consider  the 
claim  of  Deacon  Morrill — to  a  piece  of  land  which  the  workmen 
are  now  paving  in  the  cross  passage  east  of  Butlers  row,  reported, 
That  Deacon  Morrill  as  agent  of  the  heirs  of  John  Pitts  claims  a 
small  piece  of  land,  from  having  long  occupied  or  covered  the 
same  with  barrels,  hoop  poles  &c.  The  Committee  consider  that 
this  occupation  of  the  ground  while  it  was  in  an  obscure  situation 
and  not  wanted  for  public  use,  would  give  no  title  to  said  heirs, 
and  that  the  paving  the  passage  would  be  of  great  benefit  to  their 
estate — they  have  therefore  given  orders  to  the  workmen  to  pro- 
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ceed — but  at  the  request  of  Thomas  Welsh  Esq.  Attorney  of 
the  heirs  of  Pitts  have  agreed  to  insert  on  the  record,  that  on  the 
twenty  fourth  instant  he  made  his  claim  and  objected  to  the  work- 
men's proceeding — that  the  heirs  might  be  considered  to  retain 
the  right  of  proving  their  title  in  future. —

for  choice  of  a  member  of  Congress  in  place  of  Hon.  James  Lloyd 
Esq.  resigned. — 

Warrant  was  accordingly  signed  for  Town  meeting. 
Mr.  Buckingham  to  print  notifications. 

The  Chairman  was  appointed  to  wait  on  Rev.  Mr.  Dwight  to 
request  him  to  open  the  meeting  with  prayer. — 

Messrs.  Hunnewell  &  Lovering  were  added  to  the  market  Com- 
mittee to  consider  the  rents  of  the  cellars  &  inside  stalls. — 

The  Chairman  reported  that  Mr.  Southack  had  proposed  to  add 
the  strip  of  land  lying  between  his  house  on  Southack's  Court 
&  the  street,  and  extending  the  whole  front  of  the  lot  for  two 
hundred  dollars;  he  to  be  at  the  expense  of  taking  down  and 
rebuilding  his  fences  and  laying  the  side  walk. — the  report  was 
accepted,  &  agreed  to  pay  that  sum  when  completed  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  board. — 

An  application  was  received  from  the  proprietors  &  occupants 
of  Central  Wharf,  requesting  that  a  suitable  number  of  lamps 
[179.]  might  be  affixed  to  the  stores  &  lighted  at  the  expense  of 
the  Town.

Mr.  Treadwell  renewed  his  application  that  the  board  would 
approve  of  a  place  for  building  a  bakers  oven  of  a  new  construc- 
tion at  a  house  in  Ship  street.  Messrs.  Austin  &  Silsby  were 
appointed  a  committee  to  view  any  situation  that  may  be  pointed 
out  for  this  purpose,  &  to  approve  of  such  an  one  as  they  may 
think  suitable. —

Application  having  been  made  for  liberty  to  open  the  common 
sewer  in  Charter  street  to  cleanse  and  repair  the  same,  the  Com- 
mittee of  that  district  was  requested  to  examine  into  the  circum- 
stances of  that  neighbourhood. — that  this  work  should  not  be 
undertaken  at  this  advanced  season  unless  found  to  be  absolutely 
necessary. 

Mr.  Greenough  having  informed  the  Chairman  that  the  position 
of  his  new  store  on  Court  street  and  the  opening  of  the  new 
street  to  Brattle  square  would  require  an  alteration  of  the  pave- 
ment of  Court  street  &  digging  down  said  street,  which  he  was 
willing  to  do  at  his  expense, — Mr.  Hunnewell,  Mr.  Levering  &  Mr. 
Dorr,  were  desired  to  view  the  street  &  direct  the  manner  in

procure. — and  that  the  record  of  streets  was  required  by  a  late 
law  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  would  be  of  great  use  &  coiwe- 
nience. — The  Committee  therefore  reported  that  the  Chairman  be 
employed  in  preparing  a  Copy  of  the  laws  for  the  press  and  revis- 
ing the  same  and  in  forming  a  complete  record  of  the  proceedings 
on  streets,  with  such  indexes  of  the  records  as  are  wanting ; — 
for  which  services  he  shall  be  allowed  the  sum  of  two  hundred  & 
fifty  dollars — The  Chairman  having  retired,  the  above  report  was

&  the  Justices  of  the  Court  of  Sessions. — Mr.  Martin  Smith  was 
appointed  a  constable  for  the  particular  purpose  of  attending  on 
the  courts — and  having  charge  of  the  Court  House. — 

The  Committee  of  the  first  district  reported  that  the  circum- 
stances attending  the  common  sewer  in  Charter  street  did  not 
render  it  necessary  to  open  the  same  this  season  [183.]  and  they 
had  agreed  with  the  proprietors  to  postpone  it. — 

The  application  of  the  Trustees  of  the  General  hospital  was 
read  and  considered,  in  which  they  request  for  the  benefit  of  that 
institution  that  the  portion  of  Bridge  street  which  crosses  the  land 
lately  purchased  by  them  should  be  discontinued. — Voted  that  the 
Chairman  inform  the  Committee  that  the  board  will  consent  that 
the  Trustees  shall  enclose  that  portion  of  the  street  upon  their 
agreeing  to  pay  seven  hundred  dollars  to  the  Lechmere  point 
corporation,  which  sum  was  advanced  by  them  for  opening  said 
street. — 
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The  Committee  on  Court  street  requested  that  the  whole  board 
would  view  that  street  to  determine  on  Mr.  Greenough's  proposal 
to  alter  the  pavement,  agreed  to  meet  there  tomorrow  noon. 

Messr8.  Hall  &  Weld  requesting  that  some  repairs  should  be

Whereas  the  Trustees  of  [184.]  the  General 
hospital  have  agreed  to  pay  to  the  Town  Treasurer  the  sum  of 
seven  hundred  dollars,  to  reimburse  the  expenses  formerly  paid 
by  subscription  for  making  Bridge  street,  it  is  thereupon  Voted, 
that  so  much  of  Bridge  street  as  extends  from  the  Southerly  line 
of  land  purchased  by  said  Trustees,  from  the  heirs  of  Prince, 
passing  through  said  land  unto  North  Allen  street  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby  discontinued  throughout  the  extent  of  the  same, 
and  that  the  said  Trustees  being  proprietors  of  the  land  lying 
and  being  on  each  side  of  said  street  above  described  be,  and 
they  hereby  are  permitted  to  appropriate  such  portion  of  said 
street  to  their  own  use,  in  their  corporate  capacity,  and  they  and 
their  assigns  are  to  be  forever  free  from  any  claim  or  disturb- 
ance therefor  on  the  part  of  the  Town  of  Boston. — 

The  above  proceedings  were  in  consequence  of  the  follow- 
ing communication,  which  is  ordered  to  be  entered  upon  the 
records. —  .

John  Heard  Esq.  appeared  as  attorney  to  Mr.  Otheman,  agree- 
ably to  summons  of  last  meeting. — and  stated  that  a  suit  was  now 
pending  between  Mr.  Callender  &  Mr.  Otheman  in  the  Court  of 
Common  Pleas-— on  the  demand  for  entering  the  common  sewer 
in  Middle  street :  the  parties  being  both  present,  enquiry  was 
made  into  the  circumstances — and  after  they  had  retired,  it  was 
voted  :  That  it  was  the  opinion  of  the  board,  that  the  demand  of 
[198.]  Mr.  Callender  against  Mr.  Otheman  being  now  under  a 
course  of  suit  in  the  regular  courts  of  law — the  Selectmen  had  no 
further  cognizance  of  the  subject. — 

Mr.  Hayward  was  present  at  the  request  of  the  board,  and

1817— Present  Mess18.  Oliver,  Hunnewell,  Lovering,  Austin, 
Phillips,  Bass,  Dorr  &  Silsby.— 

Passed  the  monthly  accounts. — 

Agreeably  to  the  assignment  made  at  the  last  meeting,  The 
Board  proceeded  to  the  choice  of  a  Chairman. — 

Mr.  Dorr  was  appointed  a  Committee  to  collect,  count  &  sort 
the  votes. — 

The  votes  being  collected,  it  appeared  that  Turner  Phillips 
Esq.  had  a  majority  &  was  declared  to  be  chosen. 

[2OO.]  Boston  ss.  At  a  Meeting  of  the  Selectmen  January 
7th.  1818 — Present  Messrs.  Oliver,  Lovering,  Austin,  Phillips, 
Dorr  &  Silsby. — 

27  Jurors  were  drawn  to  serve  at  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court. — 

Turner  Phillips  Esq.  declared  his  acceptance  of  the  office  of 
Chairman  of  the  Selectmen,  and  took  his  seat  accordingly. — 

The  Chairman  informed  the  Board  that  P.  O.  Thacher  Esq. 
had  called  on  him  for  evidence  that  a  demand  had  been  made  on 
the  South  Boston  Corporation  for  land  for  a  burial  ground,  that 
he  had  given  him  a  copy  of  a  letter  from  C.  Bulfinch  Esq.  the 
late  Chairman  to  Joseph  Woodward  Esq.  in  which  the  demand 
was  made ;  on  the  back  of  which  it  was  stated  that  Samuel  D.

Mr.  Caleb  Hayward  having  applied  for  a  compensation  for  his 
services  as  Tythingman,  the  Board  took  the  subject  into  consid- 
eration and  voted,  that  in  consideration  of  Mr.  Hayward  having 
discharged  the  duty  of  Tythingman  in  an  able  and  efficient

knowledge  of  the  Board. —

19th.  1818 — Present  Mess".  Phillips,  Levering,  Austin,  Bass, 
Dorr  &  Silsby. — 

A  number  of  lamps  having  been  broken  in  Orange  street  on 
Saturday  evening  last  &  the  offenders  being  detected,  a  special 
meeting  of  the  Board  was  called  to  consider  what  measures  should 
be  pursued  with  the  offenders.  The  culprits  (three  lads)  viz. 
Jacob  Porter  Homer,  Warren  Thacher  Bowker,  &  Thomas 
Silsby,  appeared  before  the  Board  ; — they  all  acknowledged  them- 
selves guilty  of  the  misdemeanor, — said  it  was  the  first  time  they 
had  committed  such  an  offence,  pleaded  the  poverty  of  their 
relatives  and  friends,  and  requested  the  Board  to  take  the  subject 
under  consideration  and  excuse  them  for  this  time  on  their  repair- 
ing the  damage  they  had  done.  The  Board  after  duly  considering 
the  subject,  and  taking  into  consideration  their  apparent  contrition 
for  the  offence,  the  injury  it  might  be  to  them  if  they  ,were  com- 
mitted to  prison,  and  the  distress  it  would  probably  occasion 
their  parents  and  relatives — Voted,  That  if  they  would  each  of 
them  pay  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  Five  dollars  on  or  before 
Saturday  next  1.  O'clock,  no  prosecution  should  be  entered 
against  them  : — it  being  considered  it  would  require  that  sum  to 
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repair  the  damage  they  had  done. — They  presented  their  thanks

Repeated  complaints  having  been  made  of  violations  of  the 
law  forbidding  projections  into  the  streets  of  the  town,  it  was 
voted,  that  the  Chairman  publish  such  part  of  the  law  as  he  may 
think  expedient,  and  give  notice  that  after  three  months  all  vio- 
lators of  the  same  will  be  prosecuted. — 

Complaint  having  been  made  against  Mr.  Elijah  Harris  for 
digging  a  trench  across  one  of  the  streets  at  South  Boston  con- 
trary to  law ;  the  Chairman  was  directed  to  notify  him  to  attend 
at  the  Selectmens  room  on  Wednesday  next,  to  shew  cause  if 
any  he  has,  why  prosecution  should  not  commence  against  him. 

The  application  of  Mr.  Leman  to  have  one  of  the  lamps  at  the 
bottom  of  Prince  street  shifted  to  the  opposite  side  [2O6.]  of 
the  street  was  committed  to  Mess18  Austin  &  Silsby  the  Com- 
mittee for  that  section. 

The  Clerk  of  the  Market  presented  a  list  of  the  number  of 
trucks  &  carts  with  the  names  of  the  owners,  that  could  be 
accommodated  with  stands  at  the  east  end  of  the  market  house, 
which  was  read  and  accepted. — 

And  Ordered  ;  that  the  following  persons  be  allowed  to  stand 
at  the  east  end  of  Faneuil  Hall,  with  the  number  of  trucks  & 
carts  set  against  their  respective  names,  until  the  further  order  of

Mr.  Hayward  having  informed  of  complaints  being  made  to  him, 
that  a  post  standing  near  the  shop  of  Mr.  Fennelly  at  the  corner 
of  Salem  and  Prince  streets,  was  a  great  inconvenience  to  the 
citizens  passing  on  the  side  walk. — It  was  committed  to  Messrs. 
Austin  &  Si  Is  by  with  full  powers  to  remove  the  same  if  they 
thought  it  necessary. — 

Mr.  Guild  having  applied  to  lease  a  lot  of  the  town's  land  or  flats 
adjoining  the  proposed  toll  road  from  the  bottom  of  Beacon  street. 
The  Board  took  the  same  into  consideration  and  Voted,  That  it 
was  inexpedient  to  lease  any  of  the  town's  land  at.  or  near,  the 
bottom  of  the  Common. 

Agreeably  to  a  vote  of  the  Board  passed  the  21st.  instant,  Mr.

Mr.  Wentworth  applied  for  permission  to  have  one  truck  & 
one  cart  stand  on  Custom  house  street — The  Board  finding  it  met 
the  approbation  of  the  citizens  residing  on  that  street,  granted 
the  request  until  the  further  order  of  the  Board. —

Mr.  Caleb  Eddy  as  attorney  to  Timothy  Guy  having  complained 
against  Capt.  Joshua  Nash  for  obstructing  a  public  passage  way 
between  Prince  &  Pond  streets,  to  the  damage  of  said  Gay,  the. 
Board  took  the  same  into  consideration  and  Voted,  That  the 
Chairman  notify  Cap1.  Nash  of  the  complaint  and  inform  him  that 
the  obstacle  must  be  removed  without  delay. — 

The  following  vote  of  the  Firewards  was  presented  by  Mr. 
Hunnewell,  viz — "At  a  meeting  of  the  Firewards  Jany  8.  1818. — 
Voted,  That  Jonathan  Hunnewell,  Thomas  Melvill  &  James 
Phillips  be  a  Committee  to  wait  on  the  Honble.  board  of  Select- 
men to  obtain  a  vote,  authorizing  the  town  Treasurer  to  pay  the 
expenses  of  the  Board  of  Firewards,  over  and  above  any  moiety 
of  fines  and  forfeitures  that  may  hereafter  accrue  and  inure  to 
them,  in  prosecution  of  their  duty  either  from  the  Fire  or  Powder 
laws. — A  true  copy  of  record — signed  A.  Cunningham  Secre- 
tary."— The  Board  after  maturely  considering  this  subject  were 
of  opinion,  that  it  did  not  comport  with  the  honor  or  dignity  of 
the  town,  that  the  board  of  Firewards,  who  risked  their  lives  and 
health  for  [21O.]  the  preservation  of  the  lives  and  property  of 
their  fellow  citizens,  without  any  salary  or  emolument  arising 
from  their  office,  should  be  subjected  to  the  expense  accruing  in 
the  discharge  of  their  duty ;  Voted,  that  in  consideration  of  the 
arduous  task  the  Firewards  are  subjected  to  in  carrying  the  Fire 
and  Powder  laws  into  effect  and  the  expense  naturally  attending 
the  same,  that  they  be  authorized  (in  future)  to  lay  their 
accounts  before  this  board  for  allowance  (deducting  the  sums 
they  may  receive  for  fines  and  forfeitures  from  the  Fire  and 
Powder  laws )  provided  the  expense  does  not  exceed  two  hundred 
&  fifty  dollars  per  annum. — 

Boston  ss.  At  a  Meeting  of  the  Selectmen  February  11th. 
1818— Present  the  whole  Board,  except  Mr.  Bulfinch. — 

Inquiry  having  been  made  into  the  circumstances  of  Thomas 
Capen,  return  was  now  signed  to  the  Judge  of  Probate  that  said 
Capen  was  a  person  non  compos  mentis,  and  recommending  that 
a  guardian  should  be  appointed  for  him. 

The  Town  Clerk  laid  before  the  Board  an  attested  copy  of  the 
petition  of  David  Greenough  Esq.  and  others  to  the  legislature  to 
be  incorporated  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  new  market  house 
or  houses  in  the  town  near  Dock  Square,  with  an  attested  copy 
of  the  notice  ordered  to  be  issued  thereon,  which  he  this  day 
received.  The  Board  considering  this  project  may  be  of  import- 
ance to  the  interest  of  the  town  [211.]  in  as  much  as  it  may 
reduce  the  income  &c  of  the  present  market,  and  there  not  being 
time  previous  to  the  16th.  instant  (at  which  time  the  order  of 
notice  expires)  to  call  a  town  meeting — Voted,  that  Mr.  Hunne- 
well be  requested  to  appear  (in  behalf  of  the  Board)  before  the 
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committee  of  the  legislature  and  request,  that  the  subject  be  laid 
over  to  the  first  session  of  the  next  General  Court.  — 

Mr.  Andrew  Sanborn  constable  of  the  center  watch  appeared 
before  the  Board,  to  answer  to  a  complaint  made  against  him,  for 
not  affording  assistance  on  the  morning  of  the  10th.  instant,  when 
called  on  by  Mr.  Whitney  for  aid  to  apprehend  the  thieves  who  broke 
into  and  robbed  the  store  of  Mr.  Wyman  in  Marlborough  street.

Voted,  that  the  senators  of  the  county  of  Suffolk  and  the  repre- 
sentatives of  this  town  be  requested  to  use  their  endeavours,  that 
the  petition  of  David  Greenough  and  Thomas  Motley  to  the  leg- 
islature of  this  commonwealth  to  be  incorporated  for  the  purpose 
of  erecting  a  new  market  house  or  houses  in  the  town  of  Boston, 
be  postponed  to  the  first  meeting  of  the  next  General  Court.  — 

Complaint  being  made  that  a  stone  wall  of  John  Callender 
Esqr's  in  Olive  street  is  so  far  decayed  as  to  endanger  the  lives 
of  the  citizens  passing  near  it.

In  estimating  its  obligations  to  the  eminent  and  able  gentle- 
men who  were  retained  ns  its  counsel  the  committee  have  kept  in 
mind  their  high  professional  character  and  the  importance  of  the 
causes  in  litigation  and  are  of  opinion  that  the  several  sums 
herein  mentioned  would  be  a  very  liberal  and  honorable  compen- 
sation.— viz.  To  Perez  Morton  Esq.  fifteen  hundred  dollars — To 
the  estate  of  S.  Dexter  Esq.  one  thousand  dollars — To  William 
Prescott  Esq.  three  hundred  dollars. — 

The  Committee  do  therefore  report  as  their  opinion  that  the 
said  sums  (first  deducting  whatever  has  already  been  paid  in  ad- 
vance be  paid  to  the  above  named  gentlemen  respectively  in  full  of 
their  respective  demands  for  all  the  services  rendered  in  each  and  all 
the  several  suits  between  the  town  &  Ward  N.  Boylston  Esq.  and 
for  all  special  [214.]  or  other  services  therewith  connected. —

Passed  the  monthly  accounts. 

6  jurors  were  drawn  for  the  District  Court  of  the  United 
States. 

The  gentlemen  appointed  on  the  19th.  instant  to  view  the  stone 
wall  of  John  Callender  Esq.  reported,  that  it  was  in  a  dangerous 
state  and  ought  to  have  a  degree  of  security  immediately. — The 
Chairman  was  directed  to  give  Mr.  Callender  notice. — 

Mr.  John  A.  Bacon  was  licensed  as  an  auctioneer,  his  place  of 
business  Central  wharf. — 

The  Board  agreed  to  take  of  Mr.  Andrew  J.  Allen  82  books  of 
the  by  laws  half  bound  at  46  cents  &  18  full  bound  at  56  cents. 

[215.]  The  Chairman  reported  that  he  and  Mr.  Austin  had 
viewed  the  school  for  people  of  colour  in  Belknap  street  &  directed 
Mr.  Ellms  what  repairs  to  make.

The  warrant  for  March  meeting  was  signed  and  Rev.  Mr.  Balou 
to  be  requested  to  open  the  meeting  with  prayer. — 

Boston  ss.  At  a  Meeting  of  the  Selectmen  March  4th.  1818. — 
Present  Mess™.  Phillips,  Oliver,  Hunnewell,  Bass,  Dorr  &  Silsby. — 

A  special  draft  was  made  on  the  Treasurer  for  the  purpose  of 
paying  the  gentlemen  who  were  retained  counsel  in  town's  suits 
with  Ward  Nicholas  Boylston  the  balances  due  to  them. — 

The  Chairman  reported  that  agreeably  to  the  directions  of  the 
Board  he  had  given  Mr.  Callender  notice  of  the  dangerous  state  of 
his  wall,  and  that  he  had  requested  him  to  take  immediate  meas- 
ures to  place  it  in  a  state  of  security. 

The  Chairman  also  reported,  that  he  had  conversed  with  Judge

[218.]  Boston  ss.  At  a  Meeting  of  the  Selectmen  March 
11th.  1818.  Present  Messre.  Phillips,  Oliver,  Lovering,  Austin, 
Bass,  Dorr,  Silsby  &  Farnam. — 

This  being  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  since  the  annual 
election  of  town  officers ;  votes  for  a  Chairman  were  taken  by 
ballot,  and  Turner  Phillips  Esq.  was  declared  to  be  chosen. — 

The  oath  of  office  was  administered  to  Mr.  Farnam  by  Turner 
Phillips  Esq.  a  Justice  of  the  Peace. — 

The  following  officers  were  chosen  for  the  year  ensuing.— 
viz. —

Parker  Esqrs.  his  bondsmen.

The  Chairman,  Messr8.  Hunnewell  &  Lovering,  a  committee  to 
revise  the  rules  &  orders  of  the  Board. 

Mr.  Lovering  reported  that  there  was  on  the  Town's  land  on 
the  Neck,  a  small  [219.]  building  that  has  been  used  to  keep 
the  bulls  in,  and  that  there  was  also  fencing,  the  whole  of  which 
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could  be  removed  at  a  small  expense  to  a  place  near  the  hay 
scales,  and  that  Mr.  Phillips  (the  hay  weigher)  would  agree  to 
take  care  of  a  bull,  &  be  at  the  expense  of  his  keeping,  on  condi- 
tion of  being  allowed  all  the  money  to  be  collected  from  the 
owners  of  cows.

[2 2O.]  Boston  ss.  At  a  Meeting  of  the  Selectmen,  March 
18th.  1818 — Present  Mess™.  Phillips,  Hunnewell,  Lovering,  Austin, 
Bass,  Dorr,  Silsby  &  Farnam. — 

Mr.  John  Brown  (broker)  was  licensed  as  an  auctioneer — 
Also  Humphrey  Clark  Jur.  as  an  assistant  to  Mr.  Wilby  for 
thirty  days. — 

Mr.  Stackpole  appeared  to  substantiate  his  charge  against  Mr. 
Locklan  proprietor  of  hack  N°.  59. — &  Mr.  Locklan  was  heard 
in  his  defence — the  parties  having  retired  it  was  Voted,  that  the 
license  of  hack  N°  59 .  be  suspended  during  the  pleasure  of  the 
board. 

The  committee  appointed  the  4th  instant  were  authorized  to 
agree  with  Cap*.  J.  Roulstone  for  land  sufficient  to  widen  Front 
&  Beach  streets  at  a  price  not  exceeding  fifty  cents  per  square 
foot. — 

Voted,  That  six  feet  of  dry  pine  or  eastern  wood  be  allowed  to 
be  carried  at  one  time  through  the  streets  of  the  town,  the  vote 
of  the  11th  instant  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. — 

The  Chairman,  Mr.  Silsby  &  Mr.  Hunnewell  were  appointed  a 
committee  to  report  on  the  duty  of  police  officers. 
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Mr.  Hunnewell,  the  Chairman  &  Mr.  Dorr  a  committee  to  confer 
with  the  Town's  Committee  on  the  subject  of  enlarging  the 
Market. 


On  the  application  of  Rev.  Mr.  Huntington  &  Mr.

The  Police  officer  was  directed  to  make  a  return  of  the  number 
of  carts  usually  standing  in  Central  street.  — 

The  Committee  appointed  to  revise  the  rules  and  orders  of  the 
board  have  attended  that  service  and  ask  leave  to  report  the  fol- 
lowing Rules  &  Orders  for  the  future  regulation  of  the  board.  — 

A  chairman  shall  be  chosen  annually  by  written  votes,  who 
shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the  board  :  the  senior  member 
present  shall  preside  in  the  absence  of  the  Chairman.  — 

The  time  of  the  regular  meeting  of  the  board  shall  be  on 
Wednesdays  at  half  past  three  P.M.  from  March  to  October, 
and  three  o'clock  from  October  to  March  ;  and  punctual  observ- 
ance of  these  hours  is  requested.

Five  members  shall  be  necessary  to  form  a  board.  — 


The  majority  of  votes  of  the  members  present  shall 
be  considered  as  the  act  of  the  Board  ;  but  any  member  may 
enter  his  dissent  to  any  measure,  on  the  records  ;  —  and  no  vote 
shall  be  reconsidered  by  a  less  number  than  were  present  when  the 
vote  was  passed.  — 

All  appointments  to  office,  made  by  the  board,  in  conformity 
to  the  laws  of  the  state,  or  to  the  bye  laws  of  the  Town,  shall  be 
made  by  written  votes,  and  at  a  time  assigned  for  that  purpose.  — 

The  Town  Clerk  shall  attend  at  every  meeting  of  the  board, 
and  shall  take  &  make  a  record  of  all  the  proceedings,  and  enter 
the  names  of  the  members  present.  —  In  case  of  the  necessary 
absence  of  the  Town  Clerk,  the  Chairman  shall  take  the  minutes.  — 

At  the  opening  of  each  meeting,  the  Town  Clerk  or  Chairman 
shall  read  the  records  of  the  proceedings  of  the  last  meeting.  — 

There  shall  be  a  monthly  committee  on  accounts  to  consist  of 
two  members  of  the  board  taken  alphabetically,  who  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  Chairman  of  the  board,  shall  meet  at  the  Selectmens

taking which  shall  exceed  that  sum  shall  be  begun  or  contracted 
for,  without  being  first  laid  before  the  board  and  agreed  to  by 
vote,  and  if  any  committee  of  the  board  shall  contract  for  or 
expend  more  that  [than]  forty  dollars  on  any  one  object  without 
the  approbation  of  the  board  being  first  obtained  (except  on  some 
special  occasion,  the  existence  of  which  is  to  be  decided  by  the 
board)  such  committee  shall  be  responsible  in  their  private 
capacity  for  the  amount  exceeding  forty  dollars. — 

For  any  work  that  may  be  done  in  the  streets  which  divide  the 
sections,  the  committees  having  the  sections  bordering  thereon, 
shall  confer  together,  and  agree  upon  the  same. — 

Each  committee  is  particularly  desired  to  pay  attention  in  their 
section  to  all  drains  that  may  be*  opened,  to  see  that  they  be  laid 
of  proper  dimensions ;  to  observe  all  encroachments  and  incum- 
brances  of  the  streets,  and  to  inform  the  Superintendent  of  the 
same,  that  measures  may  be  taken  for  their  speedy  removal :  and 
to  suggest  such  improvements  of  the  streets  or  foot  walks  as  are 
practicable,  by  a  right  disposition  of  the  common  resources  of  the 
town  :  and  generally  to  pay  attention  to  the  Town  slips  and  lands 
in  their  districts. — 
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.]     There  shall  be  standing  committees  of  the  Board  for 
the  following  purposes. — 

1st — A  committee  of  two  members  for  each'  school ;  whose 
duty  it  shall  be,  to  direct  all  necessary  repairs,  to  provide  the

3  were  requested  to  ascertain  the 
quantity  of  land  recovered  from  the  heirs  of  Hancock,  and  also 
the  number  of  loads  of  gravel  &  dirt  they  have  taken  there- 
from.— 

James  Williams  aged  sixteen  years,  with  the  approbation  of 
the  Board,  bound  himself  to  Sam1.  Cook  of  Provincetown,  County 
of  Barnstable,  mariner. 

The  committee  of  Section  N°  2  were  requested  to  stake  out

The  Chairman  was  authorized  to  contract  for  a  sufficiency  of

The  Board  met  agreeably  to  yesterdays  assignment,  at  10. 
o'clock  A.  M. — The  Commissioners  appointed  by  the  S.  J.  Court 
to  set  off  a  burial  ground  at  S°  Boston,  and  were  joined  by  the 
President  and  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Health. 
— A  committee  from  the  inhabitants  of  South  Boston  also  appeared 
with  their  counsel. — Peter  O.  Thacher  Esq  the  Town's  counsel 
having  read  the  warrant  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  appoint-

which  the  proprietors  of  said  tract  of  land  were  to  set  off  to  the 
town  of  Boston  a  lot  for  a  burial  ground. — B.  Whitman  Esq 
President  of  the  Board  of  Health  then  ['433.]  read  the  record 
of  a  vote  of  that  Board  calling  on  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
procure  a  suitable  place  for  a  burial  ground,  stating  that  the 
grounds  in  the  town  were  nearly  full — &  also  a  communication 
from  C.  Bulfinch  Esq.  late  Chairman  of  the  Selectmen  on  the 
subject  of  burying  the  dead  &  also  produced  a  plan  of  a  burial 
ground  drawn  by  said  Bulfinch.

/of  the  subject  until  Wednesday  next,  when  the  whole  Board 
would  view  the  premises,  and  thereby  be  enabled  to  form  a  more 
correct  judgment  of  the  nuisance  complained  of  and  of  the  pro- 
priety of  granting  permission  to  13.  D.  Rogers  Esqr.  to  erect  a 
livery  stable  in  that  court. 

The  Chairman  informed  the  Board  he  had  been  applied  to  by 
Mr.  Foster  in  behalf  of  Mr.  Hubbard  [253.]  who  was  erecting 
a  building  on  Common  street  for  permission  to  bring  his  building 
so  far  forward  as  to  make  it  range  on  a  line  with  the  other  build- 
ings on  that  street:  that  the  Chairman  and  Mr.  Farnam  had

At  a  meeting  of  the  Selectmen  July  8th.  1818.  Present  the 
whole  Board  except  Mr.  Silsby.  The  Board  agreeably  to  assign- 
ment viewed  the  livery  stable  in  Scotts  Court,  occupied  by  Aaron 
Pollard,  and  were  of  opinion,  it  was  not  a  suitable  place  for  such 
a  stable  and  there  being  no  evidence  of  its  having  been  licensed, 
it  was  voted,  that  the  Chairman  be  instructed  to  give  notice  to 
Mr.  Pollard  to  desist  from  using  it  for  that  purpose  as  he  would 
avoid  the  penalty  of  the  law. — 

It  was  also  voted,  that  Dan1.  D.  Rogers  Esqr.  be  allowed  to 
erect  a  livery  stable  in  his  court,  provided  he  has  no  door  that 
opens  from  it  into  Scotts  Court,  and  also  that  no  carriage  or  team 
from  his  stable  be  allowed  to  stand  in  Union  street. — 

The  Committee  of  section  N°.  3  to  whom  was  referred  the 
application  of  H.  G.  Otis  Esqr.  for  permission  to  fill  up  a  gore  of 
the  flatts  fi'om  the  bottom  of  Beacon  street  by  the  dam  now  mak- 
ing, reported,  that  it  would  not  be  for  the  interest  of  the  Town 
to  dispose  of  any  ground  or  any  privileges,  which  they  now 
possess  at  or  about  the  bottom  of  Beacon  street  until  [255.] 
the  dam  now  making  be  completed  ;  report  accepted. 

Mr.  C.  Callender  having  applied  for  the  privilege  of  printing 
the  Town  oration  delivered  on  the  4th.  instant  by  F.  C.  Gray 
Esqr.  it  was  voted,  that  Mr.  Callender's  request  be  granted 
on  consideration  of  his  employing  Mr.  Buckingham  as  the 
printer. — 

An  action  having  been  brought  against  the  Cap*,  of  the  north 
watch  for  their  conduct  in  quelling  a  riot,  application  was  made 
to  the  Board  to  employ  counsel  for  them.  The  Board  taking  the 
subject  into  consideration,  were  of  opinion,  it  was  incumbent  on 
them  to  defend  the  watch  in  the  discharge  of  their  duty,  and 
Voted,  that  Mr.  Thacher  be  employed  in  their  defence  &  that  his

so  far  as  to  prevent  its  continuing  to  be  so  .complete  a  thorough- 
fare, as  it  now  is,  to  the  great  annoyance  of  its  inhabitants,  and 
not  without  the  risk  of  lives,  particularly  those  of  young  children  " 
was  read,  and  the  Board  after  maturely  considering  the  subject 
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were  of  opinion  the  request  of  so  respectable  a  body  of  citizens 
ought  to  be  granted  if  it  could  be  done  consistent  with  the 
public  good ;  but  the  arch  complained  of  had  been  open  as  a 
public  highway  for  a  number  of  years  and  that  the  accommodation 
of  the  public  required  it  should  remain  so. — 

Mess  Dana  &  Brooks  were  appointed  auctioneers  on  the  follow- 
ing conditions,  that  they  be  licensed  during  the  pleasure  of  the 
board,  that  no  flag  shall  be  shown  on  State  street  or  in  front  of 
Rodgers  Buildings,  that  no  bales  of  goods  or  casks  shall  be 
allowed  to  lay  in  the  street,  that  the  entrance  to  the  auction  office 
shall  be  at  the  south  end  of  the  building  &  public  sales  shall  be  in 
the  back  part  of  the  store. — 

The  application  of  Daniel  Hawes  &  William  Foster  Jr.  for  per- 
mission to  place  posts  &  a  flight  of  stone  steps  across  the  middle 
of  a  certain  lane  leading  from  Purchase  street  to  Battery  March 
street  (about  ninety  feet  long)  so  as  to  confine  it  to  foot  passen- 
gers, said  Hewes  &  Foster  to  be  at  the  expense  and  to  keep  them 
in  repair,  was  referred  to  the  committee  of  Section  N°.  3. — 

Mr.  Hunnewell  of  the  committee  appointed  the  15th  inst  to  con- 
fer with  Mr.  Getting  respecting  [263.]  the  price  of  the  land  taken 
from  him  on  Beacon  street  reported  that  the  Committee  had 
agreed  with  Mr.  Getting  at  one  dollar  fifty  cents  pr.  square  foot, 
report  accepted. 

The  Superintendent  of  the  lamps  reported  that  according  to 
order  he  had  examined  the  lamps  &  found  that  to  put  them  in 
complete  repair  there  would  be  184  squares  of  glass  wanted,  144 
tops  want  repairs  and  about  50  new  tops,  the  old  ones  being  too 
bad  to  repair — Mr.  Austin  was  authorized  to  employ  some  per- 
sons to  do  tin  work  at  the  following  rates,  for  new  tops  painted 
one  dollar  each,  for  those  that  wanted  repairing  one  shilling 
each. — 

The  following  persons  were  added  to  the  number  of  constables 
for  the  year  ensuing  Horatio  Bass,  Elisha  N.  Glover  and  Job 
Drew.  The  bondsmen  offered  by  Mr.  Glover  were  Daniel  Baxter 
&  Calvin  Howe,  those  by  Cap1.  Drew  were  John  R.  Gould  & 
Thomas  Rodman  all  which  were  accepted  by  the  board. 

Boston  ss.  At  a  Meeting  of  the  Selectmen  August  5th.  1818 — 
Present  Messr8.  Phillips,  Oliver,  Hunnewell,  Bass,  Silsby  & 
Farnam.  . 

The  Board  agreeably  to  assignment  again  considered  the  sub- 
ject of  lowering  Court  street  opposite  the  stores  of  Mess".  Gore 
&  Bridge. — The  Hon.  Mr.  Lloyd  was  present  and  stated  his 
objections  to  it. — [364.]  after  considerable  debate  on  the 
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question  whether  it  would  be  of  public  utility,  the  Board  not 
uniting  in  opinion,  it  was  voted,  (as  there  were  not  so  many 
gentlemen  present  as  when  this  subject  was  discussed  at  a  former 
meeting)  that  the  decision  be  postponed  to  Wednesday  next. 

Mr.  Silsby  was  appointed  to  examine  the  accounts  of  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Franklin  fund  for  the  year  past. — 

Martin  Gushing  &  John  Comerais  were  approved  as  sureties 
for  Martin  Smith  and  Henry  Bass  &  George  Bass  as  sureties  for 
Horatio  Bass,  appointed  constables  for  the  present  year.  • 

The  application  to  pave  Mason  street  was  taken  up,  but  it 
appearing  on  enquiry,  that  the  amount  already  expended  on  the 
streets,  together  with  the  engagements  the  Board  had  already 
made  to  pave  and  repair  streets,  in  which  there  is  much  more 
travel,  had  so  far  exhausted  the  amount  granted  by  the  Town  for 
this  purpose,  that  it  could  not  be  done  the  present  year. — 

The  Chairman,  Mr.  Oliver  &  Mr.  Bass  (who.  were  joined  by  Mr. 
Levering)  were  appointed  a  committee  to  examine  the  applica- 
tions for  licenses,  and  to  have  such  as  they  should  approve 
placed  on  the  list. — 

[265.]  Boston  ss.  At  a  Meeting  of  the  Selectmen  August 
12th.  1818 — Present  Mess™.  Phillips,  Levering,  Austin,  Bass, 
Silsby  &  Farnam. — 

The  subject  of  lowering  the  pavement  in  Court  street  opposite 
the  stores  of  Messrs.  Gore  &  Bridge,  was  agreeably  to  assign- 
ment taken  up,  but  there  being  several  members  of  the  Board 
absent,  the  consideration  of  it  was  (without  debate)  again  post- 
poned.— 

Mr.  Silsby  who  was  appointed  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board 
to  examine  the  account  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Franklin  Fund 
reported,  that  he  had  attended  that  service,  and  that  there  was 
now  in  the  Manufacturers  &  Mechanic's  Bank  in  addition  to  the 
bonds  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  eighteen  hundred  &  sixteen 
dollars  58  cents — and  a  balance  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of 
one  hundred  &  ninety  eight  dollars,  eighty  two  cents. 

The  Chairman  reported  that  the  committee  appointed  the  5th. 
instant  to  examine  the  applications  for  licenses  had  attended  that 
service,  and  had  placed  on  the  approbation  list  such  as  in  their 
opinion  ought  to  be  approved. 

The  Chairman  was  instructed  to  request  Mr.  Thacher  to  apply 
to  the  President  of  South  Boston  association  to  have  some  person 
or  persons  appointed  to  meet  and  [266.]  confer  with  committees 
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from  this  Board  and  the  Board  of  Health  on  the  subject  of  locat- 
ing a  lot  of  land  for  a  burial  ground  at  South  Boston. 

On  the  application  of  Lemuel  Shaw  Esq.  (one  of  the  Firewards) 
that  a  brick  building  should  be  erected  in  Milk  street  for  engine 
N°.  14. — Voted,  That  it  would  be  for  the  interest  and  to  the 
credit  of  the  Town  to  have  their  engine  houses  built  of  brick — 
and  that  Mr.  Hunnewell  &  Mr.  Levering  be  a  committee  to  contract 
with  some  person  to  erect  a  brick  building  for  the  engine  No  14 
(the  Cataract)  provided  the  land  on  which  the  engine  house  now 
stands  is  owned  by  the  town. 

Mr.  Levering  was  requested  to  purchase  as  much  powder  for 
the  Town  as  was  wanting  to  complete  the  quantity  required  by 
law. 

The  committee  for  Section  N°.  3  was  requested  to  view  Chest- 
nut street  and  ascertain  if  it  was  necessary  to  pave  a  gutter  in 
that  street,  so  far  as  to  prevent  the  water  from  running  over  the 
side  walks  of  Messre.  S.  F.  Coolidge  &  Charles  Thacher,  &  if  in 
their  opinion  it  was  necessary  to  have  it  done. — 

Mr.  S.  B.  Ford  was  appointed  an  Auctioneer. — 

The  Chairman  was  instructed  to  notify  the  proprietors  of 
estates  on  [267.]  Beacon  street  to  have  their  sidewalks  laid 
without  delay  agreeably  to  contract,  the  sidewalk  from  the  cor- 
ner of  "Walnut  street  to  the  bottom  of  Beacon  street  to  be  twelve 
feet  in  width. 

A  communication  from  H.  G.  Otis  Esq.  respecting  the  flats  at 
the  bottom  of  Beacon  street,  was  committed  to  the  Chairman, 
Mr.  Oliver  and  Mr.  Hunnewell. 

Mess".  Levering,  Austin  and  Silsby  were  appointed  a  commit- 
tee to  examine  the  remaining  applications  for  licenses  &  place  on 
the  approbation  list  such  as  they  may  approve. — 

Boston  ss.  At  a  Meeting  of  the  Selectmen  August  25th.  1818 — 
Present  all  the  members  of  the  Board,  except  Mr.  Hunnewell. — 

6  Jurors  were  drawn  for  the  U.  S.  Court. — 

The  Chairman  reported  that  agreeably  to  the  instructions  of 
the  Board  at  their  last  meeting  he  had  requested  Mr.  Thacher  to 
apply  to  the  President  of  the  South  Boston  association  to  have 
some  person  or  persons  appointed  to  meet  and  confer  with 
[268.]  committees  from  this  Board  and  the  Board  of  Health  on 
the  subject  of  locating  a  lot  of  land  for  a  burial  ground  at  South 
Boston.  * 
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The  Chairman,  Mess™.  Oliver  &  Hunnewell  were  now  appointed 
the  committee  on  the  part  of  this  Board  for  the  above  purpose. — 

The  Committee  appointed  the  12th  instant  to  erect  a  brick 
building  for  engine  N°  14.  on  land  belonging  to  the  town  in 
Milk  street  reported,  that  they  had  examined  the  land  and  found 
that  it  would  not  only  be  very  difficult  but  very  expensive,  to  get 
a  foundation,  on  which  a  brick  building  could  be  erected — they 
had  therefore  contracted  with  Mr.  Seth  Thaxter  to  build  one  of 
wood. — The  Report  was  accepted. 

Mr.  Lovering  reported,  That  he  had  purchased  the  gun  powder 
necessary  to  complete  the  quantity  required  for  the  Town. — 

The  Chairman  reported,  that  he  had  notified  the  proprietors  of 
estates  on  Beacon  street  to  lay  the  side  walk  agreeably  to  con- 
tract, and  that  he  had  requested  those  who  had  not  contracted  to 
have  theirs  laid  to  coform  to  the  others. — 

The  Committee  appointed  the  12th.  instant  to  examine  the 
remaining  application  for  licences  reported,  they  had  attended 
that  service. 

[269.]  The  Committee  on  accounts  were  authorized  to  allow 
Nathaniel  Brewer  forty  dollars  for  extra  services  as  Superin- 
tendent of  the  lamps. — 

A  summons  having  been  left  with  the  Chairman  for  the  inhab- 
itants of  the  Town  of  Boston  to  appear  at  Dedham  in  the  County 
of  Norfolk  on  the  third  Monday  of  September  next  to  answer  to 
the  heirs  of  Lendall  Pitts  for  land  at  the  bottom  of  Butlers  Row, — 
(alleged)  to  have  been  unlawfully  taken  from  them. — The  Chair- 
man was  instructed  to  retain  Peter  O.  Thacher  Esq.  to  appear  at 
said  court  and  defend  the  suit. — 

The  application  of  Thomas  J.  Eckley  &  others  for  repairs  on 
Bowdoin  street  was  referred  to  the  committee  of  Section  N°  3. — 
The  same  committee  were  requested  to  view  Sumner  street  &  take 
measures  for  repairing  the  same. 

The  standing  committees  for  the  schools  were  requested  to  pro- 
cure the  necessary  wood  for  the  schools. — 

On  the  application  of  -Daniel  Dennison  Rogers  Esq.  for  per- 
mission to  erect  a  livery  stable  adjoining  Scott's  Court,  it  was — 
voted,  That  Daniel  D.  Rogers  Esq.  have  permission  to  erect  a 
livery  stable  on  his  land  adjoining  Scott's  Court,  provided  he  does 
not  open  any  -door  from  the  stable  into  said  court,  and  that  no 
carriage,  carriages  or  team,  to  or  [27O.]  from  said  stable,  pass 
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up  or  down  the  said  court,  and  that  no  empty  carriage,  carriages 
or  team  from  said  stable  be  placed  in  such  a  situation  as  to 
encumber  the  court — And  also;  that  no  carriage,  or  team  from 
his  stable  be  allowed  to  stand  in  Union  street. 

The  application  of  B.  Humphry  &  others  that  the  bottom  of 
Portland  street  be  paved — was  referred  to  the  committee  of 
Section  N°.  2 — who  were  authorized  to  have  it  paved  if  they 
should  judge  it  necessary. — 

» 

The  committee  of  Section  N°  1.  appointed  to  make  inquiry 
respecting  a  slip  of  land  belonging  to  the  Town  leading  from 
Prince  street  to  the  Mill  Pond  land,  which  slip  was  leased  to 
Jonas  Welsh  August  25th.  1788. — Moved  by  way  of  report  the 
following  vote,  which  being  read  was  passed  by  the  Board. — 

Voted,  That  the  Chairman  be  requested  to  notify  Col.  Thomas 
Badger  to  pay  to  the  Town  Treasurer  the  rent  of  a  lot  of  land 
occupied  by  him,  leading  from  Prince  street  to  the  Mill  Pond 
land  (near  the  cross  gutter  so  called)  and  formerly  occupied  by 
Nickerson,  said  land  having  many  years  since  been  leased  to 
Jonas  Welsh  for  the  term  of  twenty  years  on  certain  conditions. —
